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LCpI Beharrv welcomes public support for his comrades 


BRITAIN’S most highly decorated 
serving soldier has backed “100 per 
cent” the head of the Army’s calls for 
better and more equipment for troops 
in Afghanistan. 

Lance Corporal Johnson Beharry, the only living 
recipient of the Victoria Cross, spoke to Kent on 
Sunday at a parade to welcome back soldiers from 
his regiment, The 1st Battalion the Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment, from tours of Afghanistan 
and Iraq. 

Hundreds of people lined the streets to watch the 
Canterbuiy-based Tigers’ march through Tunbridge 
Wells for the homecoming parade on Friday 

LCpl Beharry, 29, welcomed the public support. 

He said: “It was amazing to see, it always is. When 
we are going out there it is important to see they 
[the public] give us the support. 

“It just gives us confidence and makes us a bit 
more relaxed knowing we do not get blamed for 
something we did not make the decision on.” 

The parade came as it was announced another 
soldier had been killed in Afghanistan, the 185th

since the war began, and after 15 military deaths in 
just 10 days. 

Meanwhile, General Sir Richard Dannatt, the 
head of the Army, said he was compiling a ‘shopping 
list’ for the Government, which included extra 
equipment needed to protect soldiers from impro¬ 
vised explosive devices. 

He said if high numbers of casualties continued 
people at home would begin to question whether 
the mission was worthwhile, which would be a “dis¬ 
aster in strategic terms”. 

LCpl Beharry said he did not want to reveal what 
soldiers from his battalion had told him about 
equipment in Afghanistan, but he supported Gen 
Dannatt’s comments. 

“Gen Dannatt dealt with that in what he said,” he 
said. “He is the one to make decisions and anything 
he says I support him 100 per cent. He is the one 
who knows what should and should not happen.” 

The Chief of the General Staff was speaking out

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Expert says swine flu is still fairly mild and GPs are ready 


Doctor’s orders 
are not to panic 


A PUBLIC health expert is 
continuing to play down the 
threat of swine flu despite a rapid 
increase in the number of people 
reporting symptoms. 

Doctors have seen a leap in cases of 
almost 50 per cent in the past week, while 
on Friday the amount of deaths caused 
by the illness stood at 29, including 
some patients who did not have underlying 
health problems. 

However, Dr Jackie Spiby - director of 
health improvement at NHS West Kent - 
told Kent on Sunday there was still no need 
to panic and that GPs were well-placed to 
cope with the pandemic. 

Symptoms 

She said: “The rate is very small compared 
to other types of flu and compared to what it 
could have been. 

“It’s still a fairly mild disease and most 
people who die do have underlying prob¬ 
lems, which is obviously still a concern, but 
it’s not proving to be getting any worse or 
more virulent.” 

A national flu telephone line is due to be 
operational by the end of next week, which 
Dr Spiby said would take some of the pres-

sure off GPs whose job it has so far been to 
diagnose patients. 

She added: “It will be especially useful for 
people who do not have any underlying med¬ 
ical conditions as well as those with mild 
cases of swine flu and people who are wor¬ 
ried about catching it. 

“People will also be able to go online and 
access a series of pages that will let them 
know if they are likely to have swine flu. 

“There will be lists of symptoms that 
will help us decide whether somebody needs 
to visit their GP or if they even have the ill¬ 
ness at all. 

“Both the telephone number and the 
website will be heavily promoted in the days 
to come, so everybody will know how to 
access them.” 

Dr Spiby was keen to stress that people 
should find out what their individual NHS 
number is, as they will not be given any of 
the anti-viral drug Tamiflu without it. She 
added that there will only be one prescrip¬ 
tion per patient. 

Those deemed to require treatment will 
also be given an authority number, which a 


‘flu friend’ should use in conjunction with 
the NHS number, the patient’s identification 
and their own ID to collect the prescription 
from their nearest pick-up point. 

Earlier this week the Royal College of 
General Practitioners criticised the 
Government’s response to the flu pandemic, 
saying it had provided conflicting advice 
to both doctors and patients about Tamiflu 
and that there was a lack of knowledge over 
how long people with the illness should stay 
at home. 

However, Dr Spiby said she was not aware 
of any such grievances in Kent and that the 
county’s doctors were well prepared to deal 
with the outbreak. 

Coping 

She added: “West Kent PCT has recently 
received a letter from the Kent Local 
Medical Committee saying how pleased they 
were with our response, so although it’s cer¬ 
tainly been tough we are coping very well. 

“Our GPs are certainly busier though, so 
it’s important people do not book up appoint¬ 
ments just because they are worried about 
swine flu. 

“My advice in the meantime is to continue 
to catch it, kill it and bin it and to take parac¬ 
etamol if they do come down with swine flu 
because it helps with the temperature.” 


Boy ‘did not die of swine flu’ 


A SEVEN-year-old boy has died 
suddenly of a mystery illness it 
has been revealed, writes 
Simon Robinson. 

The Strood youngster - who 
has not been named - is thought 
to have passed away on Tuesday 
evening. 

It was initially believed the 
English Martyrs’ Catholic 
Primary School pupil had 
contracted swine flu, but the 
Health Protection Agency 
(HPA) said the “earliest indica¬ 


tion is he did not die as a result 
of the vims”. 

Reports from the NHS Trust 
suggest the youngster may have 
been suffering other health 
problems and “was admitted 
with a range of complications 
unrelated to swine flu”. 

A remembrance Mass will be 
held in honour of the boy at the 
church adjoining the Strood 
school next week. 

Medway Council has said 
the school will remain open for 


the remainder of the term, clos¬ 
ing as planned on Wednesday, 
July 22. 

The council’s children and 
adult services director Rose 
Collinson said: “Our first 
thoughts are with the boy, his 
family and all of his friends. 

“The HPA has said the earliest 
indications are that he did not 
die of swine flu. 

‘We simply do not know the 
cause of death and cannot spec¬ 
ulate at this time. 


“The HPA’s investigation into 
the boy’s death is incomplete.” 

Yvonne Doyle, regional direc¬ 
tor of public health, NHS South 
East Coast, said test results 
were pending. 

Medway Council has already 
revealed it plans to open a cen¬ 
tre specifically to distribute 
medication to swine flu victims. 

The Government has set up a 
swine flu information hotline to 
answer any public questions on

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No space for 
our children 
as grammar 
ruling backs 
incomers

BRIGHT pupils could continue 
to miss out on grammar school 
places in west Kent following 
one family’s failed battle against 
‘super-selection’. 

The Judd School in Tonbridge and The 
Skinners’ School in Tunbridge Wells - both 
controlled by The Skinners’ Company - will 
carry on accepting high-scoring children 
from outside the county after an independ¬ 
ent adjudicator ruled in their favour. 

Parents of pupils who live in the west 
were angered earlier this year when their 
children were offered grammar places as 
far away as Folkestone in the east - a prob¬ 
lem that will likely be repeated next year as 
a result of the appeal decision. 

Independent education advisor Peter Read 
said an opportunity to ease the pressure on 
other schools had been missed: “Both Judd 
and Skinners’ have gone down the super- 
selective route in the past 10 years, so the 
process is established and to take it away 
would have been an important decision. 

“I don’t think the adjudicator looked at all 
the issues. The effect on Tunbridge Wells 
Grammar School for instance, as it is 
already overcrowded and cannot cope with 
the extra children it has taken on. 

“But the key issue is that Judd and 
Skinners’ have pulled in 20 pupils each 
from East Sussex alone, which means local 
children are being forced out of west Kent 
and there is now intense pressure on those 
taking their 11-plus to perform.” 

Missed opportunity 

In response to the adjudicator, The Skin¬ 
ners’ Company argued that selecting chil¬ 
dren geographically would prompt families 
to move to “an enclave of expensive housing”. 

A statement released following the deci¬ 
sion read: “Both schools remain concerned 
by the disparity between the number of stu¬ 
dents in west Kent who are deemed selec¬ 
tive and the number of places available. 

“They will continue to work closely with 
[Kent County Council], whose responsibili¬ 
ty it is, to help resolve this situation.” 

Earlier this year Mr Read revealed to 
KoS how 268 youngsters from Greenwich 
and Lewisham had snapped up grammar 
places in the west and north-west Kent. 

Eight Kent grammar schools also turned 
away more than 40 first-choice children 
who had passed their 11-plus tests, com¬ 
pared to just three last year. 

He said this week: “This abdication of 
responsibility for the shortage of grammar 
places is astonishing. They know that if 
they were to offer places to local boys first, 
the problem would all but vanish. 

“The 42 boys from East Sussex offered 
places at Judd and Skinners’ in March 
equates with the number from west Kent... 
directed to grammar schools in Folkestone 
or Sittingboume... 

“For months politicians have argued that 
super-selective procedures have caused the 
problems in west Kent, so why hasn’t any¬ 
thing been done about it? This was the per¬ 
fect opportunity and it has been missed.” 

Cabinet member for education Cllr Sarah 
Hohler said: “KCC will continue to engage 
in discussions with the governors of these 
and other west Kent schools when setting 
admissions arrangements for future years.”

Hero reveals his anguish

at the end of his last trip to Afghanistan 
ahead of his retirement next month. 

He said overhead surveillance equipment 
was needed to monitor Taliban activity, and 
he also repeated calls for more British, 
American or Afghan “boots on the ground”. 

LCpl Beharry is unlikely to return to active 
service due to the injuries he suffered while 
carrying out the two acts of unbelievable 
bravery that earned him the VC medal. 

In 2004, he saved fellow soldiers from a 
burning Warrior armoured vehicle hit by 
rocket-propelled grenades during two Iraqi 
ambushes. After the vehicle was further dam¬ 
aged in the attack, the hatch was blown away, 
exposing him to enemy fire. 

But he still managed to lead a five-vehicle 
convoy to relative safety before going back to 
rescue more of his comrades. He suffered seri¬ 
ous shrapnel injuries to his face and head, 
leaving him needing brain surgery. 

Five years on and he is still recovering from 
the trauma. Earlier this year, he spoke out 
about veterans struggling to get treatment 
for mental health problems. 


He said the Government needed to do more 
for ex servicemen and women suffering from 
post traumatic stress disorder, depression 
and mental breakdowns. 

LCpl Beharry told KoS there was still not 
enough support: “No matter what happens 
we can never do enough to accommodate for 
combat stress, it is something you have to 
deal with for the rest of your life. Think about 
how many soldiers we have got and they do 
tour after tour. A lot more could be suffering 
from combat stress. 

Suffering 

“I know because I’m suffering from it. I’m 
getting there, but I’m not better, I still get 
flashbacks... I’m still reliving the moments, 
suffering sleepless nights and nightmares.” 

He seemed dejected by the thought of not 
being able to return to the battlefield, saying: 
“Because of my injury I’m not able to. I try not 
to think about it because I don’t want to be 
disappointed again. I would like to go back 
and do my job, but I’m not allowed to, so I 
don’t want to get disappointed.” 

An opinion poll carried out after British 


military deaths in Afghanistan passed those 
in Iraq showed that more people supported 
the war than three years ago. 

The survey, published on Monday, found 
that 47 per cent of people support the war in 
Afghanistan while 46 per cent oppose it. 

The Tigers’ Brigadier Simon Deakin said: 
“Although everybody is always wary of public 
opinion surveys, that the public is supportive 
of what we are doing is an important thing. It 
gives the troops an additional confidence in 
what they are doing.” 

Although Brig Deakin has not been in 
Afghanistan since 2006, he runs the equip¬ 
ment directory for Gen Dannatt. 

With the Government under increasing 
pressure over equipment in Afghanistan, 
Brig Deakin backed his boss: “There are a lot 
of different things being said. I think the best 
line to go on is to listen to Richard Dannett 
and what he said. That is the closest explana¬ 
tion I’ve heard of his position. 

“Because the moment you get a controver¬ 
sial subject like this people put a lot of differ¬ 
ent spins on it depending on view points and 
it is tough to sort the truth from the spin.” 


Skills board slammed 
over lack of funding 

THE Learning and Skills Council has been 
accused of “catastrophic mismanagement” 
over a frozen building scheme that has 
affected several Kent colleges. 

Canterbury College, South Kent College 
and Thanet College are all still awaiting 
funding worth tens of millions pounds that 
was withdrawn when the Government 
realised there was not enough money to go 
around. 

North West Kent College was one of 13 
high-priority cases told their building 
works could continue late last month. 

The LSC, which ran the scheme on behalf 
of the Government, was this week criticised 
by members of the Innovation, Universities, 
Science and Skills Committee for approving 
projects it did not have money for.

Campus to host Youth Parliament debate 


THE abolition of university tuition fees and 
improving political education will be among 
the topics debated as hundreds of budding 
MPs descend on Kent. 

Members of the UK Youth Parliament will 
be holding their ninth annual sitting at the 
University of Kent’s Canterbury campus 
from next Friday until Monday, July 27. 

The delegates will include six MYPs from 
Kent: Ellie Davies, 17, from Canterbury; 
Oliver Rowlinson, 17 (Sevenoaks); Kerr 


Jeffries, 17; Ariba Karim, 16 (Ashford); Rhys 
George, 18 (Swale); and Samuel Watkin, 13 
(Maidstone). Introducing a national discount 
card for young people is another topic set to 
be debated by the teenagers who will also 
take part in campaign launches. 

“High level” visits have been promised, 
including minister for the South East and 
MP for Chatham and Aylesford Jonathan 
Shaw. In March, MPs voted by an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority to allow MYPs to sit and debate 


in the House of Commons this autumn. 

The move will see the chamber being used 
by people other than elected Westminster 
representatives for the first time. 

The UK Youth Parliament provides oppor¬ 
tunities for 11 to 18 year olds to use their 
voices to bring social change. More than 500 
young people make up the elected MYPs and 
deputy MYPs. The Youth Parliament was 
launched in 1999 and held its first sitting in 
2001 in London.

Long-term care must 
be ‘fair and affordable’

A LONG-awaited discussion doc¬ 
ument on care for disabled and 
older people has been welcomed 
by a top official at County Hall. 

Oliver Mills, managing director of adult 
social services at Kent County Council, said 
the current system was not fair, upfront or 
understandable. Critics say the system is 
letting down the elderly and thousands of 
people with disabilities. 

The system is means-tested and those 
with a home or savings of more than 
£23,000 have to pay for their own care. 
Many are forced to sell their homes. 

Meanwhile, new figures suggest families 
face a postcode lottery when it comes to the 
amount local authorities contribute to 
charges for residential and nursing homes. 

KCC offers a maximum of £577 a week 
towards the cost of a nursing home, while 
neighbouring Greenwich council in south 
London pays up £1,338, according to health 
researchers Laing & Buisson. 

However, KCC has argued the amount 
local authorities contribute can vary 
according to the cost of care in an area and 
the amount the individual can contribute. 
The figures are not an indicator of an 
authority’s generosity, the council said. 

Black hole 

With the number of adults needing care 
and support expected to increase nationally 
by 1.7 million by 2026, and with a predict¬ 
ed £6 billion black hole in the social care 
budget within 20 years, the Department for 
Health published a green paper on Tuesday 
proposing options for future funding. 

Mr Mills said: “The green paper is 
extremely important. I thought it was very 
timely, had been well presented, clearly put 
and it is right to do it now. 

“They’ve got the kind of care and support 
people want. They have described that well 
and have consulted widely.” 

The paper outlines a national care service 
with everybody receiving some state sup¬ 
port to create a “fair, simple and affordable” 
system. Options include a partnership 
model in which the Government would con¬ 
tribute up to a third of the cost of basic care 
and support. Depending on what they could 
afford, people would have to make up the 
rest - about £20,000 to £25,000. 

Another is a voluntary insurance scheme

business support Caroline Highwood said: 
“Residential and nursing care are means-test¬ 
ed and this is done according to Government 
guidance. There will always be differences in 
the contributions made by councils because 
the cost of care can vary, the ability of the indi¬ 
vidual to pay can vary, and the level of care 
required can vary. 

“KCC looks for ways to support providers in 
non-fmancial ways that will help bring costs 
down, such as the contract we have with South 
Kent College to provide subsidised training. 

“No-one who is assessed as having a residen¬ 
tial or nursing care need will miss out because 
the arrangements mean that where financial 
support is needed it is provided.” 
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DEBATE: Adult care services need a 
radical overhaul to meet future needs 

where the state would still provide a pro¬ 
portion of care, but people would be encour¬ 
aged to take out an insurance scheme of 
about £20,000 to £25,000 to be protected. 

In the ‘comprehensive’ model, everyone 
who was able would pay into a state insur¬ 
ance scheme. They would have to pay about 
£17,000 to £20,000, either in a lump sum or 
in instalments before or after retirement, or 
after death via their estate. 

The options have been criticised because 
middle-class people who have saved and 
paid taxes all their lives could still face hav¬ 
ing to sell their homes to pay for care. 

Mr Mills said: “The options are all quite 
complex and really need some time devoted 
to thinking through the implications. We 
need to avoid a position where people feel 
those who haven’t paid anything in and 
have not been responsible are getting more. 

“That’s really at the heart of this. It’s 
about wanting to be fair, upfront and 
understandable.” 

He declined to say which option he pre¬ 
ferred, and urged people to take part in the 
consultation, which ends in November. 

“Somewhere along the line more money is 
needed to come into the system,” he said. 
“Whether it is property, investing in insur¬ 
ance at an earlier point, a lump sum with 
retirement or from the estate when they 
die. If people want the same standards it’s 
going to have to come from their income or 
assets such as their house.” 

Responding to figures which show KCC 
pays out a maximum of £342 a week for res¬ 
idential home fees, compared with 
Greenwich’s £1,120, director for strategic 


Tunbridge Wells, to talk about the net¬ 
work and explain how the scheme works. 

The countywide network is being 
established by Visit Kent, and its head 
Fran Warrington said: “A meeting with 
a Greeter is the fast-track to a great hol¬ 
iday or short break in Kent.”

‘End shameful exploitation 
of crews in British waters’ 


A LONG-running cam¬ 
paign to bring an end to 
the “exploitation” of for¬ 
eign ship and ferry 
workers could be about 
to get serious, writes 
Steve Knight. 

For more than a decade Dover 
and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser has 
fought for changes to the Race 
Relations Act that allows non- 
UK seafarers to be paid as little 
as £1.50 per hour. 

He also wants them to be 
recognised by national mini¬ 
mum wage arrangements, from 
which they are exempt. 

The former Merchant Navy 
chief engineer recently took the 


matter to shipping minister and 
Gillingham and Rainham MP 
Paul Clark, telling him a high- 
profile campaign involving trade 
unions will be forthcoming 
unless progress is made soon. 

He said: “I was at sea myself 
for 20 years and during that 
time seafarers were treated as 
second-class citizens. Due to a 
loophole in the Race Relations 
Act and the fact they are exempt 
from the minimum wage, huge 
exploitation takes place. 

“We understand the difficul¬ 
ties in applying changes world¬ 
wide because different countries 
have their own laws, but we 
expect the minimum wage to 
apply to territorial waters.” 

Last month Mr Prosser tabled 
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Professional advice 
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Nationwide delivery service 
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an Early Day Motion calling on 
MPs to support his campaign, 
which has so far received about 50 
signatures. The National Union of 
Rail, Maritime and Transport 
Workers (RMT) is one of the trade 
unions involved in the fight. 

General secretary Bob Crow 
said: “MPs have an opportunity to 
end the shameful exploitation of 
seafarers in UK waters by ship¬ 
owners who pay at rates they 
wouldn’t get away with on land. 

“The amendment tabled by Mr 
Prosser would bring ship-owners 
whose vessels ply between UK 
ports and the our offshore sector 
into line with the law that every 
other employer has to observe.” 

There are four main ferry com¬ 
panies operating from Kent - 
P&O, SeaFrance, LD Lines and 
Norfolkline - none of which are 
fault says Mr Prosser. 

However, there are fears rep¬ 
utable companies may be forced 
to join in the exploitation unless 
reforms are made soon. 

Mr Prosser said: “Ship-owners 
working off the Kent coast have 


been more responsible. It’s most¬ 
ly companies in the north that 
are at fault. 

“Our worry is that the more 
companies may be tempted to 
pay foreign workers less because 
they see others have an unfair 
advantage.” 

A spokesman for P&O Ferries 
said its workers were paid vary¬ 
ing amounts, depending on 
which country they came from. 

He said: “The pay scales are 
appropriate to the countiy where 
people are resident and agree¬ 
ments with the International 
Transport Federation allows for 
this. It would be too costly to 
move everyone under the umbrel¬ 
la of UK wage legislation, regard¬ 
less of where they are resident.” 

LD Lines did not wish to com¬ 
ment, while no-one was avail¬ 
able at Norfolkline. 

A SeaFrance official said: 
“SeaFrance is under the French 
flag and therefore respects the 
French law. No employee is paid 
beneath the French minimum 
wage.” 
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The seafront ‘shrine’ 

that nursed a poetry 
genius back to health 


LEADING lights from the liter¬ 
ary world have united to save a 
Margate seafront shelter that 
paved the road to recovery for TS 
Eliot and gave the poet time to 
finish his greatest work, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

He wrote part of The Waste Land while 
sitting in the shelter, admiring the views 
and taking in the rejuvenating sea air. 

Now the likes of playwright Alan 
Bennett, former poet laureate Sir Andrew 
Motion and the late poet’s wife, 
Valerie Eliot, have written to sup¬ 
port an application to English 
Heritage to make the Nayland 
Rock shelter a Grade-II listed 
building. 

The poet, who died in 1965, 
had spent much of his time sit¬ 
ting in the shelter, built in 
1911, while he recovered from a 
nervous breakdown in 1921. 

Campaigners claim English 
Heritage can be notoriously slow 
in coming to a decision on whether 
to apply for listed building status. 

Nick Dermott, a heritage adviser to 
Thanet council, said: “Eliot sketched, played 
the mandolin, thought about poetry and 
eventually came to write some of the lines 
which appear in the poem at the shelter. 

“He came to Margate a depressed and 
angry man and went away happy with a 
completed poem. It just shows what 
Margate can do. The more people who back 
the campaign the quicker English Heritage 
will consider it. 

“Eliot and his first wife were hypochon¬ 
driacs. They lacked money and were always 
ill. He worked for Lloyds Bank in the City 
and wrote poetry in the evenings. 


“He had a nervous breakdown and Lloyds 
paid for him come to Margate for six weeks 
to recuperate. He had been working on this 
poem for two years and could never quite 
get it all together. But suddenly in Margate, 
it all fell into place.” 

The Waste Land includes the lines: 

On Margate Sands 
I can connect 
Nothing with nothing. 

The broken fingernails of dirty hands 
My people humble people who expect 
Nothing. 

Sir Andrew described the shelter as “a 
shrine to modem poetry”. 

He wrote: “The Waste Land is one 
of the most important poems of 
the 20th century, and the sur¬ 
vival of the shelter in which TS 
Eliot wrote part of it is a 
minor miracle. 

“The chance that this sur¬ 
vival could be prolonged by 
making the shelter a listed 
building is not to be missed. To 
anyone who cares about poetry, 
the shelter is a shrine, a temple, 
a monument to a great genius.” 
And Mr Bennett said the building 
should be listed in its own right, and 
the fact TS Eliot wrote there is simply an 
additional reason to preserve it. 

He wrote: “I’m happy to support the list¬ 
ing of the shelter simply on the grounds 
that it is a delightful building. If it has con¬ 
nections with TS Eliot so much the better.” 

And Eliot’s second wife Valerie wrote: 
“My late husband spent a period of recuper¬ 
ation in Margate ... and spent much of his 
days in the shelter where he composed part 
of The Waste Land.” 

A spokesman for English Heritage said: 
“In the next few weeks our advice will be 
going to the Government for consideration. 
Our advice at this stage is confidential.” 
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Hospital wards 
make the grade 

HOSPITALS and inpatient wards in 
Kent scored well in the latest assess¬ 
ment of cleanliness, food and privacy. 

Most sites examined by the patient 
environment action team received at 
least one excellent rating, with few 
being marked below good in any of the 
three categories. 

However, one location, Ogden House 
mental health unit in Ramsgate, was 
rated ‘unacceptable’ for its food. 

The inpatient ward, which is under 
the remit of the Kent and Medway NHS 
and Social Care Partnership Trust, was 
one of only 17 of 1,265 sites assessed 
nationally that scored either poor or 
unacceptable in at least one category. 

A total of 219 - none in Kent - were 
rated ‘excellent’ in all three.

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Boris puts estuary 
airport on political 
a genda once ag ain

FRESH claims that an airport 
could be built in the Thames 
Estuary within 10 years have 
again been written off by Kent 
County Council leader Paul 
Carter. 

According to reports, engineering expert 
Douglas Oakervee - who masterminded 
Hong Kong’s international airport island in 
the 1990s - believes London Mayor Boris 
Johnson’s idea for a similar project off the 
coast of the Isle of Sheppey should not be 
overlooked. 

Cllr Carter has strongly opposed his fellow 
Tory’s plans since they were announced last 
September, and this week he told Kent on 
Sunday his view had not changed. 

Unsuitable 

He said: “If you ask a consultant whether 
a project is feasible, the answer is inevitably 
yes. But just because it may be technically 
feasible doesn’t mean it is in the public 
interest or a good use of public resources. 

“The estuary is clearly unsuitable for an 
airport, not least because of the devastation 
it would cause to wildlife, the high risk of 
bird strike, the varying climatic conditions, 
high winds and fog.” 

Mr Johnson’s proposals for an offshore air¬ 
port call for two estuary terminals that would 
be served by road and rail links, eliminating 
the need for a third runway at Heathrow. 

The larger terminal, in Kent, would be 
connected to Crossrail and the high-speed 
Channel Tunnel rail rink (CTRL), taking 
passengers to London in about 35 minutes. 
The rail connections to Europe would cut 
out the need for many short-haul flights. 

However, Cllr Carter believes the scheme 
is a non-starter. He said: “The estimated £40 
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HUNCH: London Mayor Boris Johnson 


billion cost clearly rules it out as a feasible 
option at a time when this country’s 
finances are in a perilous state. 

“By far the more cost-effective and envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly option is to make bet¬ 
ter use of existing airport capacity such as 
Kent International at Manston, which could 
far more cheaply and easily be connected to 


CTRL domestic services, if not the High 
Speed 1 link itself.” 

Mr Oakervee discussed his initial findings 
with a panel of experts at the Institution of 
Civil Engineers on Wednesday and will sub¬ 
mit his research to Mr Johnson in three 
weeks’ time. 

According to the Sunday Times, engineers 
believe it would be a “piece of cake” to build 
an airport in the Thames Estuaiy and that 
potential problems created by the 200,000 
migrating birds that live there can be over¬ 
come. But despite the views of experts, Mr 
Johnson will have a hard time convincing 
politicians from all parties his idea is feasible. 

He told the newspaper: “The big advan¬ 
tage (of a Thames Estuary airport) is that 
you don’t have to fly over a central conurba¬ 
tion to get there. 

“Dave (Tory leader David Cameron) and 
Theresa (Villiers, shadow transport secre¬ 
tary) are right to ask about the capacity 
issue - do we need a new airport, can we 
cope with it all by high-speed rail? 

“My long-term hunch, looking at the graph 
of aviation use over the last 50 years, is that 
we are going to need much more capacity. I 
hope to persuade my colleagues.” 
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Asylum seeker 
sews eyes and 
lips in protest 

AN IRANIAN asylum seeker who was 
detained in Kent has sewn his lips and eyes 
together in protest over indefinite detention. 

Fariat Mohammadi, pictured 
right, fled his homeland after 
questioning the repressive 
regime of supreme leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei and 
the president Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad. 

He was detained at Dover’s 
immigration removal centre 
when he arrived in the UK 11 months ago. 

He said: ‘Why are they imprisoning me here 
for so long? I fought against injustice in Iran 
and had to leave because they tried to arrest 
me. I came to the UK and they have locked me 
up without rights. It’s inhumane. I have been 
forced to take this drastic action.” 

Mr Mohammadi, 28, was moved to 
Colnbrook detention centre, near Heathrow, 
after he sewed up his mouth and eyes for the 
first time earlier this year while at Dover. He 
repeated his drastic action more than a week 
ago. Delia Hazrati, a volunteer with campaign 
group Kent Refugee Help, said: “This protest 
shows how desperate he is to draw attention to 
his plight.” 

Mr Mohammadi worked for an opposition 
party in Iran and was forced to flee to Iraq 
after a friend was arrested. He was threatened 
again and fled to the UK. 

Dashty Jamal, from the International 
Federation of Iraqi Refugees, said: “Fariat is a 
victim of Home Office policy. The Government 
tells us it supports the struggle for human 
rights and yet it represses people who come 
here to flee persecution.” 
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Police delight at drop in offences 


CRIME in Kent is down by 
more than 10,000 offences 
in a year, according to new 
figures released by the 
Home Office. 

The statistics show the county’s 
officers are getting to grips with 
burglary, antisocial behaviour, crim¬ 
inal damage, robbery and vehicle 
theft - numbers for which are all 
down from this time last year. 

However, figures for drug offences 
and others involving firearms, kid¬ 
napping, hijacking and child 
pornography are all on the rise. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy 
Adams said the increases were large¬ 
ly due to officers being proactive. 

He said: “It’s inevitable some 
offences will go up, especially when 
we focus on a specific area and go 
looking for offenders. 

“For instance, a big operation in 
Maidstone, where 200 charges were 
brought against 30 people, can 
account for nearly half the drug 
trafficking offences increase. But we 
are finding these people and bring¬ 
ing them to justice.”

The number of drug offences went 
up by 439 (12.5 per cent) between 
April, 2008 and March, 2009, with 
an extra 10 firearms offences (12.2 
per cent) and a further 42 obscene 
publication crimes, including child 
pornography. 

Violent disorder also went up 
from 18 recorded offences to 37. 

Improvements 

Crime in Kent fell overall by 
10,220 offences (7.8 per cent), 
including 471 fewer burglaries, 136 
fewer robberies and 640 fewer vehi¬ 
cle thefts. There was also a big 
reduction in the number of reported 
antisocial behaviour incidents, from 
88,264 down to 75,554. 

Mr Adams said: “We are pleased 
with the figures and they represent 
good news for Kent. Crimes such as 
burglary, vehicle theft and robbery 
affect people directly and are 
extremely important to us. 

“We’re particularly happy with 


the antisocial behaviour figures 
because that’s one of the things peo¬ 
ple are most concerned about. 

“It’s partly down to good old-fash¬ 
ioned police work, but it’s not only 
about us because we’ve also worked 
hard with partner organisations to 
bring about these reductions.” 

The latest figures for public confi¬ 
dence in the police were published 
by the Home Office in March. 

Kent Police had a rating of 44.2 
per cent based on interviews with 
938 citizens - ranking the force 27th 
out of 42 in England and Wales. The 
average is 46 per cent, although the 
Government has set a target of 60 
per cent by 2012. 

Mr Adams said the Kent force 
planned to be in the top 10 for pub¬ 
lic confidence by that time. 

“We are held to account for our 
performance and the Kent Police 
Authority wants us to be one of the 
best in the country,” he said. 

“That’s one of the reasons these 
figures are so important, because 
they show we are focused on the 
right areas and help us understand 
what we need to do to improve.”

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Force backs gypsy recruitment plan 


GYPSIES and travellers are being recruited by Kent 
Police to ensure the force best represents the communi¬ 
ty it serves. 

Officers believe giving jobs to people from minority 
groups will help smooth what is often a rocky relation¬ 
ship between the two sides. 

However, some are concerned ‘tick-box’ targets could 
lower standards if vacancies are given to gypsies and 
travellers rather than the best candidates. 

Earlier this year a report by the Association of Police 
Authorities (APA) suggested all forces should seek to 
recruit from under-represented groups. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas said: “We 
welcome applicants from all ethnic backgrounds. We 
have a gypsy and traveller action group which advises 
us and provides support in recruitment and personnel. 

“Recruiting from ethnic groups enhances the legiti¬ 
macy of policing in those communities.” 

The idea has been backed by campaigners for travellers’ 
equality, including the Canterbuiy Gypsy Support Group. 

Vice-chairman Joe Jones said it was important his 


people were given the same opportunities as others, but 
admitted he didn’t think there’d be a rush to sign up. 

He said: “Gypsies and travellers are far from being 
policed in the real sense. The only time we meet is when 
our camps are raided or we’re being moved on. 

“We are the most misunderstood group in Britain, but 
the police looking to recruit us shows we have finally 
arrived in society. There are issues that need to be over¬ 
come before gypsies and travellers start to go for jobs in 
the force, but it’s something we’d like to see more of.” 

Standards 

The recommendation to recruit more gypsies and 
travellers has been ridiculed by the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
and the Campaign Against Political Correctness, who 
fear standards could drop. 

But Kent Police Federation chairman Ian Pointon said 
all potential recruits have to pass the same entry exams. 
He said: “As long as they make the grade I can see no 
reason why we shouldn’t seek to recruit more gypsies 
and travellers. It could help break down barriers.”

A NEW hi-tech CCTV system has been 
installed in custody areas by Kent 
Police. 

The system provides real-time video 
and audio recordings in key areas and 
video-only coverage in other suites. 

It was designed by Visimetrics and can 
save the recordings to computer servers. 
The company says that allows autho¬ 
rised force-wide access to any of the 230 


cameras from any location on the net¬ 
work. Its ability to create DVDs of video 
with lip-synch audio will reduce 
demands on the imaging department to 
convert video to a form accepted by 
courts. A spokesman said: “The quality is 
exceptional. CCTV recording in custody 
suites will enhance security.” 

Recordings are kept for a month 
unless they are to be used as evidence. 
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Collective effort needed 
for county to go green

CALLS are growing for a universal 
kerbside recycling scheme to be 
provided across the county. 

At the moment provision is patchy, with each 
of the 12 district and borough councils and 
Medway’s unitary authority offering a differ¬ 
ent service. 

Kent County Council has said that current 
provision “could be better” and is asking resi¬ 
dents for their views about a countywide 
doorstep recycling scheme. 

Steve Dawe, spokesman for the Green Party 
in Kent, said: “It remains a major problem to 
get councils to collect glass and plastics. They 
talk about it not being economical, but if it was 
done on a larger scale it would justify the cost. 

“If it was shared between councils, not only 
would this increase the percentage of recycling 
to a higher level for households and business¬ 
es, there would be more jobs in these areas. If 
every local council did the same then it would 
generate 50,000 more jobs across the county.” 

Rubbish that is not recycled is dumped in 
landfill sites, except in Ashford, Maidstone, 
Sevenoaks, Swale, Tonbridge and Tunbridge 
Wells, where it is taken to the Energy From 


Waste Plant at Allington. There it is burnt to 
produce power for the national grid. 

Kent on Sunday asked each local authority 
in the county responsible for kerbside recy¬ 
cling collections to provide details about their 
services. Most of the councils collected a good 
variety of paper and cardboard waste from 
householders’ doorsteps. 

However, Ashford Borough Council does not 
take shredded paper, envelopes with windows, 
and coloured shiny leaflets because they can’t 
be turned into newsprint when they are taken 
to Aylesford Newsprint, near Maidstone. 

High cost 

Ashford residents also do not get their plas¬ 
tics picked up at the kerbside due to expense, 
although the council does collect glass. 

Several councils provide ‘co-mingled’ 
schemes where all recyclables are put in the 
same bin or bag. 

Residents do not have to sort their recycling, 
but critics of the scheme say more energy is 
used than in pre-sorted schemes because of the 
machines used to separate the waste. 

There are also concerns that paper collected 
in the same container as plastic bottles and 
metal cans is contaminated by food and liquid 
waste - making it unusable for recycling. 

A spokesman for Canterbury City Council 
said: “The benefit of our clear sack system is

that we can spot contamination as we collect 
the sacks. We are aware of the problems of con¬ 
tamination, but we have provided our resi¬ 
dents with a lot of information about what can 
and cannot be recycled and we have very few 
issues with this problem.” 

He said 86 per cent of households in the dis¬ 
trict were now recycling their waste. 

A spokesman for Sevenoaks District Council 
said in some areas participation in the recy¬ 
cling scheme was as high as 93 to 100 per cent. 

“Some 24 tonnes of recycling sacks from the 
council were recently audited to determine the 
breakdown of materials in them,” he said. 

“The audit found that less than half of one 
per cent (0.375 per cent) of the contents were 
materials that could not be recycled.” 

Dover District Council provides a 'sorted’ 
scheme with different boxes for different waste. 

A spokesman said: “Collecting the paper and 
cardboard separate from plastics, glass and 
cans enables the collection of clean paper and 
cardboard that can be sold easily. This helps to 
subsidise the cost of the collection scheme on 
offer to residents.” 

Most of the councils have decided recycling 
more plastics other than bottles was not com¬ 
mercially viable, and most charge for the col¬ 
lection of garden waste. 

Tunbridge Wells Borough Council launched 
a kerbside service to collect plastic bottles on 
July 3. A spokeswoman said: “Plastic bottles 
are a good clean material that are more readi¬ 
ly marketed in the UK for recycling. If we col¬ 
lect mixed plastics the markets are not so 


readily available. There are much higher sort¬ 
ing and cleansing costs, often resulting in a 
product for which there are limited markets.” 

Residents recycled 47 per cent of their waste 
last year, she said. 

In Tonbridge and Mailing residents recycled 
and composted 46 per cent of waste collected. 
The borough council does not pick up any plas¬ 
tics to be recycled. 

Contamination 

John Batty, the council’s director of health 
and housing, said: “In order to ensure high 
quality recycling we do not intend to collect 
mixed recycling at the kerbside as this would 
reduce the quality, and associated income, of 
all material collected for recycling and may 
lead to a higher rate of contamination. 

“Where a load is contaminated it, or part of 
it, can be rejected for processing which means 
even suitable material may not be recycled.” 

Cllr Nick Chard, KCC’s cabinet member for 
the environment and waste, said: “We have got 
to look at how we can improve recycling and 
get really good value for money. There are 
issues about waste from collect to disposal.” 

He said local authorities and residents need¬ 
ed to work together to find the best scheme for 
taxpayers: “Potentially a lot of saving could 
be made on the total cost of waste if we were 
more joined up between districts and county... 
we can make improvements and we should 
make improvements. 

“It is a good service at the moment but it 
could be better.”

TWO young soldiers have received medals 
for their service in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Privates Andres Neil, from Tunbridge 
Wells, and Alex Chapman, from Canterbury, 
from the First Battalion The Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment have been honoured 
as part of a homecoming parade on Friday 
Pte Chapman, 21, who has been with the 
regiment for 18 months, recently returned 
from a six-month tour of Afghanistan. 

Over the past two weeks, the death toll 
among British soldiers killed in Helmand 
Province has soared. The troops are involved 
in a major offensive against the Taliban 
ahead of Afghan elections next month. 

“Knowing I’ve just come back and there are 
still guys out there in danger makes me feel 


for homecoming heroes 


pretty restless,” said Pte Chapman. “You are 
here and they are there and you feel you 
should be back there helping. Everyone who 
dies is one of the family, hearing another has 
fallen is not good. It does annoy you and 
there are lots of different, mixed emotions.” 

He said the situation was getting difficult 
for the British soldiers with the Taliban mak¬ 
ing improvised explosive devices (IEDs) out 
of plastic containers so they cannot be detect¬ 
ed by the Army’s equipment. 

“My biggest incident was when I was dis¬ 
mounted out of the Warrior [tracked 
armoured vehicle] and I had to go to the front 
of the convoy,” Pte Chapman said. “I had the 
equipment to detect IEDs. I was with anoth¬ 
er private and our lance corporal and an IED 
was detected and it went off. 



“My lance corporal 
had shrapnel from his 
cheek all up his back 
and he had to be air-lift¬ 
ed back to Camp 
Bastion [the main 
British military base]. 

He’s now back in 
action.” 

Pte Chapman was 
awarded his Operation 
Herrick medal for serv¬ 
ices in Afghanistan at 
the homecoming parade 
in Tunbridge Wells by the town’s mayor Cllr 
Leonard Price. 

He said he was looking forward to seeing 
his family and friends in Canterbury during

a five-week period of rest before he is sent 
back to Afghanistan for his next tour. 

Pte Neil, 22, was presented with an 
Operation Telic medal for service in Iraq at 
the parade. He has been with the regiment 
for 10 months.

Duncan Grant has been honoured with a 
commemorative plaque and tree. 

The 10th Gurkha Rifles soldier from 
Tunbridge Wells was commemorated at the 
Kent and Sussex Crematorium at a service 
led by the mayor Cllr Leonard Price last 
Tuesday. Col Grant, who was bom in 1877, 
was awarded the highest military honour for 
valour by King Edward VII in 1905 for his 
actions during the storming of the Gyantse 
Jong in Tibet the previous year. 


Government’s Afghanistan policy a 
‘disaster’ that’s letting down troops

AN INFLUENTIAL Tory MP has 
blasted the Government for wast¬ 
ing young soldiers’ lives in 
Afghanistan. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday in a month 
that has already witnessed 16 UK deaths in 
the war-tom country, Gravesham representa¬ 
tive Adam Holloway said the handling of the 
conflict had so far been “an absolute disaster”. 

The former Grenadier Guard - who is now 
a member of the all-party defence committee 
in the House of Commons - visited 
Afghanistan at his own expense three years 
ago and feels things have improved little 
since then: “The recent deaths are a 
reminder that the way in which this war has 
been conducted by the Government is an 
absolute disaster. There are two battles going 
on - one against the Taliban and one to win 
over the ordinary people in Helmand - but 
the second appears to be failing. 

“When I went over there I walked around

and asked people if they would support for¬ 
eign troops, and to my surprise they were 
very keen as long as security and reconstruc¬ 
tion came with it. That hasn’t happened 
because the soldiers have been let down by 
the UK Government, and in terms of rebuild¬ 
ing the country I’m sure a lot more of it has 
actually been demolished.” 

Deaths 

July has been one of the bloodiest months 
since the conflict in Afghanistan began back 
in 2001, with 16 British soldiers - including 
27-year-old Captain Ben Babington-Browne 
from Maidstone - killed so far. 

Following another visit to the country last 
summer, Mr Holloway told KoS the key to 
successfully ending the conflict was to make 
deals with “reconcilable” Taliban leaders. 


However, he says the Government has 
launched no such initiative and was putting 
more soldiers’ lives at risk as a result. 

He added: “If we are going to carry on as we 
are then it’s absolutely time we pulled out of 
Afghanistan. The troops will carry on doing 
the job - and doing it magnificently well - but 
the Government must stop letting these kids 
down. We need to get our act together and 
start providing local political agreements.” 

The recent deaths in Afghanistan have 
again raised questions about equipment for 
UK troops, notably a shortage of helicopters 
in Helmand that critics say has left British 
soldiers more vulnerable to roadside bombs. 

While agreeing the lack of helicopters was 
a problem, Mr Holloway said he felt the 
Government was happy to receive such criti¬ 
cism: “I think it suits the Government quite 
well because it takes attention away from 
the big issue, which is that the comprehen¬ 
sive approach to Afghanistan has been a 
comprehensive failure.” 



Lorry driver in docks 
heroin smuggling case 


HEROIN worth £5.4 million has been seized 
at Dover docks. 

It’s the second substantial quantity of Class 
A drug found at the port in a matter of days. 

A man from North Wales is due before 
Folkestone magistrates after the UK 
Border Agency seized approximately 120 kilos 
of heroin worth about £5.4m and about six 
kilos of amphetamine sulphate worth approx¬ 
imately £60,000 at Dover’s Eastern Docks. 

A lorry was stopped in the freight controls 
after it had disembarked a ferry. 

During a search of the vehicle carrying 
“mixed general cargo”, UKBA officers discov¬ 


ered a large number of brown-taped pack¬ 
ages hidden within the structure of the trail¬ 
er. The contents of some of the packages test¬ 
ed positive for heroin. 

Following the detection, the case was 
passed to HM Revenue and Customs investi¬ 
gation officers to continue inquiries. The 
driver, David Lewis, 47, of Nant Mawr 
Crecent, Buckley, North Wales, was inter¬ 
viewed and charged with smuggling. 

On Tuesday, 10 kilos of cocaine worth 
£400,000 was seized at Dover, and an Essex 
man was remanded in custody by Dover 
magistrates.

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Former teacher jailed for raping six-year-old girl 


A FORMER teacher from Kent has 
been jailed for raping a schoolgirl and 
a string of other sexual offences com¬ 
mitted in the 1970s. 

Richard Atkins, who taught at 
Ridgeway School in Tunbridge Wells, 
which has since shut down, between 
1977 and 1987, was given a seven- 
year prison sentence at Birmingham 
Crown Court on Wednesday. 

He first attacked his victim, who 
cannot be named for legal reasons, 
when she was aged six. He has also 
ABUSER: Richard Atkins pleaded guilty to eight assaults and 



one charge of indecent assault as well 
as one of rape. 

The girl, who was not a pupil at any 
of the schools where Atkins taught, 
waited until she was 19 before telling 
her mother about her ordeal. 

Torment 

Atkins, 58, who is originally from 
Coventry, fled to Ireland after being 
“confronted with the truth”, West 
Midlands Police said. 

The father-of-three, whose wife 
knew nothing about his past, also 


taught at Sandon School in 
Chelmsford, Essex, in 1993 and The 
Tile Hill Wood School in Coventry 
between 1974 and 1977. 

He returned to the UK just before 
Christmas last year and was arrested 
at the airport. Police said he admitted 
the rape and string of sex offences. 

West Midland’s Det Chief Insp Bas 
Javid said: “The evidence that built up 
against Atkins was compelling and we 
were ready to extradite him when he 
suddenly returned. 

“Whether he wanted to wipe the 


slate clean we don’t know, but it is cer¬ 
tain that this man inflicted a great 
deal of torment on his victim over a 
sustained spell.” 

Police believe Atkins may have also 
done out-of-hours tutoring work for 
youngsters during his career. 

DCI Javid added: “People like Atkins 
in a position of authority are rarely 
complained against as the vulnerable 
victims feel no-one will believe their 
word against the offender. 

‘We investigated this to the extent 
Atkins felt the game was up.”

Discovery of private correspondence reveals 


painter who went on to become a the personal life of Victorian watercolourist 

renowned Victorian watercolourist 
is revealed in a new book by his 
grandson. 

Derrick Rowe was clearing out his aunt’s 
house in Tunbridge Wells when he uncovered 
more than 1,000 letters and postcards written 
by Ernest Arthur Rowe (1862-1922). 

The never-before-seen treasure trove has 
revealed new and fascinating insights into the 
artist whose patrons included Queen Mary. 

Much of the correspondence found was love 
letters to Sophy Slater, who went on to become 
his wife, Mr Rowe said. 

EA Rowe suffered from tuberculosis and he 
met Miss Slater in 1895 while she was work¬ 
ing as a nurse in a sanatorium in Davos in the 
Swiss Alps. 

“She stayed there and he went off to Italy 
and they wrote to each other,” Mr Rowe said 

“It was a difficult courtship because he was 
a penniless artist and did not have good 
prospects, especially regarding his poor health. 

“Her father Ebenezer Salter, a Baptist min¬ 
ister, took a bit of convincing.” 

But the couple went on to enjoy a long, happy 
marriage despite his constant ‘wandering’ to 
Europe to escape the British winters and 
around the country during the summer to paint 
the various gardens that became his speciality. 

“Sophy was a lovely looking lady,” Mr Rowe 
said. “She was into poetry and well educated. 

She could converse with anybody at any level. 

“He was quite a handsome young man and 



you could see the attraction. Sophy did not 
have an easy life, he was away a lot. 

“He was dedicated to paintings and holding 
exhibitions. But their relationship was good, in 
one of the letters he comments about how it is 
like a honeymoon when he comes home from 
his travels.”

Mr Rowe was clearing his aunt Olwen 
Rowe’s house out because it had to be sold to 
pay for her care home fees. 

She had been married to EA Rowe’s eldest 
son, Ronald, who had filled three rooms in the 
house with the letters, postcards and even 
some never-before-seen paintings. 

Mr Rowe, 70, said it took him and his wife 
Pat three years to sort through and read all 
the documents, putting them into date order 
at their home in Bearsted near Maidstone. 

He said their finds were “a revelation”, 
with detailed letters about his thoughts and 
emotions. The writings also reveal more 
mundane details such as his shoe size, 
height and how often he had his hair cut. 

Courtship 

“It is quite a lovely story of courtship and 
marriage,” he said. “How he eventually 
started selling his paintings and by 1904 he 
was doing well. He changed his style sever¬ 
al times and eventually managed to buy a 
bit of land and have the house he wanted. 

“But then World War One broke out and 
no- one was buying paintings and gardens. 
Less than a year after the war started he 
could not afford to stay there and sold the 
house he had built in Rusthall near 
Tunbridge Wells.” 

Although he continued to make a living 
from his paintings, things never got as good

as they had been for the father-of-three. 

He died aged 59 in 1922 and his work fell 
into obscurity. 

But around 20 years ago the flamboyant art 
dealer and author Christopher Wood, who spe¬ 
cialised in the Victorian era, featured the artist 
in his book Painted Gardens: English 
Watercolours 1850-1914. 

Mr Rowe said that his own interest in his 
talented grandfather came later on in life, 
although his uncle, Ronald, used to show him 
his watercolours around his home. 

His own father, Esmond, was only 10 when 
his father died and he was packed off to school 
by Ronald, who was 11 years older.

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Terrorism law used to 

arrest innocent man 

whose height scared 
female community PC

A PHOTOGRAPHER has been 
arrested under the Prevention of 
Terrorism Act for being Too tali’. 

Amateur snapper Alex Turner was in 
Chatham High Street when he was placed 
in handcuffs in front of shocked shoppers. 

He was carted off to a police van before 
finally being officially released. 

Writing on his blog, Mr Turner 
explained how the scandal started and 
how it ended with him submitting an offi¬ 
cial complaint to the force’s Professional 
Standards Department. 

He said: “I went down to Chatham High 
Street to take some pictures of the flyover 
being demolished and to use up a film I’ve 
had in a camera for over a year. 

“Doing so had some unexpected 
consequences.” 

In his complaint, he wrote that on July 
8, a police officer “placed me under arrest 
in Chatham High Street. 

“The officer stated I was being arrested 
under section 44 of the Prevention of 
Terrorism Act 2000 and read me my 
rights. As I was arrested I was hand¬ 
cuffed. I asked why she had arrested me. 

“She stated because I had taken a pho¬ 
tograph of her and that she considered 
this to be an unlawful obstruction. 

Intimidated 

“After a short time I was led up the 
High Street and detained in a police van 
for around 20 minutes. 

“The arrest was made immediately 
after I photographed her whilst voluntar¬ 
ily waiting as she spoke to a colleague on 
the phone,” he wrote. 

It started when he was initially stopped 
by two men in the High Street saying they 
were from Medway Council. They called 
in the community officers who eventually 
arrested him for being a potential terror¬ 
ist. Mr Turner was searched before being 
‘de-arrested’. He was in the police van for 
about 20 minutes before two plain clothes 
officers arrived. 

He said the female officer said she was 
“intimidated” by Mr Turner’s size - he is 
5ft llin and weighs about 12 stone. 

Afterwards, he wrote: “She offered a ver¬ 
bal apology and her hand for me to shake. I 
asked if I was free to go and continue to take 
pictures in the High Street, she informed 
me I was. The other PCSO added as long as 
you don’t take any pictures of us.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn 
Thomas said: “Our officers are extremely 
vigilant and their primary concern is 
always the safety of the public. 

“At the time of this incident, a police offi¬ 
cer responded to a report concerning a man 
who was taking photographs of buildings 
and people in Chatham town centre. 

“When challenged by the police officer 
the man refused to give personal details 
which it was thought was suspicious.” 

After Mr Turner complained, Kent 
Police voluntarily referred the matter to 
the Independent Police Complaints 
Commission, which has sent it back the 
Kent Police for investigation.

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Immigration scam trio jailed

A PRACTICE manager for a firm 
of solicitors who forged documents 
to try and allow more than 500 
illegal immigrants to live in the 
UK has been jailed for seven years. 

Francis Enahoro, 51, from Gravesend, 
charged his clients hundreds of pounds in 
return for the false paperwork and was only 
caught when he offered the same service to 
an undercover detective. 

He was found guilty of conspiracy to facili¬ 
tate illegal entrance to remain in the UK, and 
was jailed at Southwark Crown Court on 
Tuesday along with two co-defendants who 
helped run the operation. 

Mark Teodorini, senior investigating officer 
for the Metropolitan Police’s economic and 
specialist crime command, said the sentences 
were the culmination of a two-year inquiry. 

He added: “Francis Enahoro systematical¬ 
ly abused and manipulated the Home Office 
residency system under the guise of his 
company. 

“With the assistance of Oiumuyiwa Akinrin 
and Grace O’Connor he provided thousands 
of false documents to support bogus claims, 
charging high fees for the service in the 
process. 

“The prosecution is a result of excellent co¬ 
operation between the UK Border Agency’s 
managed migration intelligence unit and the 
Operation Maxim organised immigration 
crime team.” 


Enahoro’s operation - based at the 
Lewisham branch of Macauley Blackman 
Solicitors - took advantage of the 14-year res¬ 
idency rule that allows immigrants to remain 
in the UK if they have lived here for at least 
14 years, regardless of how they entered the 
country. 

He provided Nigerian, Jamaican and 
Ghanaian nationals with the contact details 
for Akinrin, 45, from Peckham, who in turn 
collected the forged documents from 
O’Connor, 50, from Lewisham. 

Documents 

The trio were caught when an undercover 
detective posing as a Ghanaian national was 
quoted £950 by Enahoro for a residency 
application, who then gave him Akinrin’s 
telephone number. 

Akinrin and the detective later met in a 


supermarket car park, where Akinrin prom¬ 
ised to provide him with the necessary docu¬ 
ments for a further £1,200. 

After handing over the cash at a later meet¬ 
ing he was handed an envelope full of forged 
documents including telephone bills, bank 
statements and NHS cards. 

Akinrin and O’Connor were jailed for four 
and five years respectively for their part in 
the operation. O’Connor’s sentence was a 
year longer because she had earlier pleaded 
guilty to fraudulently producing pay slips. 

UK Border Agency intelligence officer Jan 
Polanowski said: “Working with the police we 
will continue to crack down on those respon¬ 
sible for organised immigration crime. 

“People in a position of responsibility who 
attempt to profit by abusing our immigration 
procedures must understand that we will 
take firm action against them.”

Families to 
pay price 

of holiday 
tax change 


TAX law changes for owners of hol¬ 
iday homes could result in tough 
times for the tourism industry. 

A repeal of the furnished holiday lettings 
rules next year could result in many people 
deciding to stop renting out their properties 
because they will have to pay more tax. 

National figures from the Tourism Alliance 
suggest that if only 10 per cent of providers 
give up their business, the nationwide 
decrease in revenue to seaside and rural 
areas would be £200 million and 4,500 jobs. 

Laura Sandys - Conservative Parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for South Thanet and 
Sandwich - said she was concerned about 
the impact the changes could have on Kent: 
“Holiday lettings play a vital role in our sum¬ 
mer tourism sector. 

Detrimental 

“Without a wide range of holiday lettings 
we might not be able to accommodate fami¬ 
lies who cannot afford to stay for a week in a 
hotel. This could be detrimental to our shops, 
bars and restaurants that gain significant 
trade from these longer-term visitors. 

“This is yet another blow to tourism when 
we are all working so hard to rebuild the 
British family holiday.” 

The current rules allow properties let as 
holiday accommodation for at least 140 days 
a year to be treated as a commercial business 
for tax purposes. This means owners are able 
to claim loss relief, capital allowances and 
relief for certain capital gains. 

However, the new rules will result in holi¬ 
day lettings being treated as investment 
rather than business income, and will there¬ 
fore incur a higher rate of tax for owners.

Sarah Cheeseman, 43, from Waltham-on- 
Thames in Surrey, owns a large five-bedroom 
holiday home in Romney Marsh but says she 
may reduce its availability and increase its 
rental price as a result of the tax changes. 

She said: “It used to be worthwhile pump¬ 
ing lots of money back into improving the 
property and getting as many lettings as we 
can, but it won’t be when our profits are 
being taxed so much. 

“It’s possible a lot of people will stop letting 
out their holiday homes now, or they will only 
do it so they can cover their costs and keep it 
for themselves to stay at in the summer. 

“The new rules make owning a holiday 
home a much less attractive prospect and I 
wouldn’t have thought it was a good thing for 
the tourism industry.” 

Attractions across the county recorded an 
increase in footfall in June last year com¬ 
pared to the same time in 2007, and in most 
cases 60-90 per cent were domestic visitors. 

Bad time 

The statistics were provided by the not-for- 
profit group Visit Kent, which is expecting 
another strong summer this year as the 
recession convinces holidaymakers to stay in 
the UK to save money. 

Head of tourism Fran Warrington said the 
tax rule changes had come at a bad time: ‘We 
are in the business of trying to encourage 
this sort of accommodation, so anything that 
makes it less worthwhile for owners is not to 
be supported and we will certainly be doing 
our best to make our feelings known.”

THE centenary of aviation pioneer 
Louis Bleriot’s historic cross- 
Channel flight will be commemo¬ 
rated with a high-speed race 
involving more than 30 light air¬ 
craft. 

The Bulldog UK Challenge, which takes 
place next Saturday, marks 100 years to the 
day since the French engineer became the first 
person to complete a powered flight between 
France and England. 

Organised by the Royal Aero Club Racing 
and Rally Association, the race will see pilots 
from both sides of the 
Channel competing to 
see who can reach 
Kent’s famous White 
Cliffs first. 

Former four-time 
King’s Cup winner 
Roger Hayes, 65, who 
will be representing 
sponsor Bulldog Gin, 
said he was looking 
forward to taking 
part. He added: 
“Bleriot’s achieve¬ 
ment was tremen¬ 
dously significant in 
terms of prestige and 
it was a landmark in aviation history. To think 
the Navy was no longer the only thing connect¬ 
ing us and Europe was a big deal at the time 
and made it seem as if Britain was no longer 
an island. 

“Competing in a race like this puts us in 
touch with history and celebrates an important 
event that has had an impact on all our lives.” 

Louis Bleriot had built a number of unsuc¬ 
cessful flying machines before the construction 
of the Bleriot XI monoplane, which he used to 
take advantage of a £1,000 prize offered by the 
Daily Mail in 1909 for the first person to cross 
the Channel by powered flight. 

He later set up a company that built planes 
for the Allies during World War One, and he

remained active in the industry until his 
death in August 1936, aged 64. 

Although Bleriot flew to Dover from the 
Les Barraques area of Calais, next 
Saturday’s competition will see the pilots 
take off from Abbeville on the Somme estu¬ 


ary, about 80 miles from Kent. Mr Hayes, 
from Gloucestershire, who has been racing 
for more than 25 years and runs his own fly¬ 
ing school, will be in control of an ex-military 
aircraft capable of 145mph. 

He said: “A race like this requires weeks of 


planning because you have to learn the 
route, go up and do pre-event tests and prac¬ 
tice your racing technique. 

‘You also need to be fit enough to fly, phys¬ 
ically and mentally. If you haven’t had 
enough sleep or are not feeling sharp enough 
in the aircraft, it’s going to affect your per¬ 
formance.” 

The winner of the race, which is due to fin¬ 
ish in Dover at about 3pm, will be named 
Bulldog Champion 2009. 

The Bulldog UK Challenge is an annual 
event that rewards “outsize achievement and 
brazen spirit”, and was last year awarded to 
28-year-old Myles Hayden for his victory in 
the world’s biggest-ever arm wrestling com¬ 
petition.

A FOOTBALLER was killed by 
a masked gunman on a moun¬ 
tain bike in the middle of a 
training session. 

Police have launched a mur¬ 
der investigation after the 
shocking incident at Sparrows 
Den Playing Fields, Bromley, at 
about 6.30pm on Thursday. 

An ambulance was called but 
the victim, Ryan Musgrove, 36, 
from Croydon, was pronounced 
dead at the scene about 45 min¬ 
utes later. 

Det Ch Insp John McFarlane 
said there would have been a 
large number of people in the 
area at the time of the shooting. 

Mr Musgrove was first-team 
manager of Coney Hall FC, who 
play in the Premier Division of 


the Kent County League 

A message on the club’s web¬ 
site reads: “The thoughts of 
everyone within the club are 
with Ryan’s family, to whom we 
send our heartfelt condolences. 

“Ryan will be remembered at 
the club as a huge personality 
and as a great football man who 
has made great strides in 
improving the senior section at 
Coney Hall during the past two 
seasons. He is missed.” 

There has been speculation 
that the shooting may have 
been gang-related, although Mr 
Musgrove was not known by the 
police.

A CHARITY has received £75,000 from the 
Government to help teach children in east 
Kent about immigrants. 

The Canterbury-based World Educational 
Development Group (Wedg) will spend the 
cash over the next three years on a project it 
hopes will dispel myths and stereotypes about 
refugees who live in the county. 

Secondary school pupils from some of east 
Kent’s most deprived areas will benefit from 
the funding, which has been provided by the 
Department for International Development’s 
development awareness fund. 

Liz Hayes of Wedg said: “It can be difficult for 
young people to know the facts about immigra¬ 
tion because they are bombarded with sound¬ 
bites and hearsay from various sources. 

“This project will give them the skills and 
knowledge to help make up their own minds. 

“Parents can play a huge role in shaping the 
attitudes of their children. We are hoping this 
will be an opportunity for the young people to 
engage their families in discussion.” 

Earlier this month a study for the Equality 
and Human Rights Commission found only 
1.8 per cent of social housing tenants are 
immigrants who have moved to the UK in the 
past five years - dispelling the myth they are 
given housing priority. 

The Wedg initiative - called ‘My dad says...’ 
- aims to address such commonly held beliefs to 
stimulate critical thinking about immigration. 

It’s one of 30 new projects in the UK award¬ 
ed a total of £8.2 million funding to help people 
understand poverty in the developing world. 

Douglas Alexander, Secretary of State for 
International Development, said: “I’d like to 
congratulate Wedg on its development grant 
award.”

Mayor Janet Andrews opened the event 
and the competition was judged by 
Folkestone mascot Peter Jurzynski, the 
American Channel Swimmer who has 


returned to Folkestone to attempt his 15th 
successful crossing this summer. 

Shane said the standard of entries was 
undoubtedly the highest yet, with the win¬ 
ning teams of 2007 and 2008 both present for 
a shot at reclaiming their titles. 

At 12.30pm judging took place, followed 
shortly after by the crowning of Folkestone’s 
new King of Sandcastles. 

The winning team - also the champions of 
2007 - were Mammoths of the Stone Age 
with a replica of Stonehenge, although it was 
a little smaller than the mysterious original. 

The judge was looking for technical excel¬ 


lence as well as creativity. No sooner had the 
new king been hailed and crowned did the 
tide come in and wash the creations away. 

Shane said: “We were so glad the weather 
was kind to us. The atmosphere during this 
competition was fantastic, and every team 
equally proud of their creations. 

“We want to keep growing this event so that 
every year more and more people enter so 
that it becomes an event the town can be 
truly proud of, and one that raises lots of 
money for an excellent cause. 

“I’d like to thank everyone for taking part 
and hope to see them all back next year.”

Keep it small and sweet 
for perfect strawberries 

The Dawes family of Mount Ephraim explain to 
RACHEL McATHY how their pioneering hobby' is 
turning out some of the region's best-flavoured fruit

THE fragrant and sweet-tasting strawberry is one of 
the most popular berry fruits in the world. 

At the peak of their season now, it is during the warm summer 
months when the red-fleshed fruit is at its most delicious. 

Whether you prefer them with cream or simply on their own, 
tucking into a bowl of fresh juicy strawberries, is for many, the 
ultimate treat during a hot summer. 

There are more than 600 varieties of strawberries, differing in 
flavour, size and texture. 

Kent fields and farms boast some of the largest supplies of the 
fruit to the rest of the country, with demand for Kentish straw¬ 
berries always high. 

Mount Ephraim, in Hernhill, near Faversham, boasts a small, 
but luxury selection of guality strawberries. The estate has 
belonged to the Dawes family for 300 years and includes a grand 
stately home, extensive gardens and fruit farm. 

Sandys Dawes decided to open the gardens to the public after 
the death of his father Bill in 1982. 

It was then that he took over the management of the fruit 
farm, which has been established by his father. 

They currently have more than five acres of strawberries 
growing for the summer season, with picking taking place every 
other day to allow ripening. 

"Our strawberry production is a tiny niche operation, com¬ 
pared to the big boys," son Will Dawes said. 

"Most other producers would not consider anything smaller 
than 50 acres, but we focus on growing guality, high-end fruit." 

The strawberries develop in grow bags on table-tops at waist 
height, not in the ground. 

This is to save on picking costs and makes it easier to control 
the environment in which they grow. 

Each year they aim to produce 60 tonnes of the berries, which 
means at the height of the season they could be picking around 
eight to 10 tonnes a week. 

A range of strawberries are grown at Mount Ephraim, includ¬ 
ing Elsanta, Sonata and two varieties of everbearing strawber¬ 
ries, Albion and Red Glory. 

Each day, someone tends to the strawberries, checking the 
food programme has worked, mixing up the food and checking 
how much is still in the water every morning. 

The fruits have been in season since the end of May and will 
be at their best until October. 

They need plenty of dry, warm air and as little rain as possible, 
although Mount Ephraim's berries are covered to protect them 
from the elements. 

Will Dawes said the correct heat level is imperative for their 
growth. 

"If they get too hot they ripen without being able to grow to a 
large size, this makes them costly to pick." 

He added that small-scale operations such as his are at risk of 
ending: "At its current size it is a hobby, we are not competing 


commercially. We are currently deciding whether to pull out of 
strawberry production. 

"It would be upsetting to stop producing strawberries as we 


have spent a large amount of money on the land, but we are con¬ 
sidering concentrating more on our cherries which have become 
the farm showpiece."

Getting the debate started 

Cllr Nick Chard explains why 
the waste collection system is 

a kev issue for Kent and whv 

you should have vour sav 


I’VE BEEN in my new role as 
Kent County Council’s cabinet 
member for environment, high¬ 
ways and waste for four weeks. 

But I’ve been a user of Kent’s 
services for many years. That 
means I care as much as anyone 
about the quality of local servic¬ 
es. I care that I receive value for 
money for my council tax. 

I also care that the people in 
charge of local services do their 
best to deliver high quality at a 
price residents can afford in 
these troubled times. And there’s 
the rub. Suddenly, I’m on both 
sides of the equation - a resident 
and the person in charge. 

So it’s right you should know 
my views on waste and recycling. 
My viewpoint is driven by seeing 
things from where taxpayers 
stand, pure and simple. It’s clear 
the recession is hitting Kent 
businesses and people hard. 

Rightly, people expect public 
services to be managed in ways 
that support residents. Common 
sense tells us we need to get a 
grip if the ride is going to be 
rough. There’s a national debate 
about the relative importance of 
services. Is health more impor¬ 
tant than education? Where does 
community safety fit against the 
environment? Should interna¬ 
tional development be prioritised 
over supporting people at home? 

My view is this is the wrong 
debate. All public services are 
important, though the relative 
importance depends on each per¬ 
son’s situation. With 1.3 million 


Kent residents, there are 1.3 mil¬ 
lion different views - all valid. 

Residents probably believe the 
quality of public services is more 
important than who delivers 
them. That opens an interesting 
story. Along with the 12 district 
councils, KCC is part of the Kent 
Waste Partnership. In 1972, the 
Government decided it might be 
a good idea to have district coun¬ 
cils collecting household waste, 
with KCC taking it off them for 
disposal. Household waste is the 
ultimate two-tier service, which 
KWP does its best to manage in 
difficult circumstances and the 
partnership has done as well as 
it could. Recycling rates are now 
up to 40 per cent. A decade ago 
they were nearer 10 per cent. We 
contributed to 80 per cent of 
household waste going to landfill 
in the run up to the Millennium. 
That figure is now closer to 20 
per cent. 

With 750,000 tonnes of house¬ 
hold waste generated in Kent 
last year, the savings are sub¬ 
stantial. However, these achieve¬ 
ments are despite the best efforts 
of a structure which puts obsta¬ 


cles in our way. Residents are 
confused by who does what, and 
concerned family and friends 
sometimes get better services 
than they do. For example, most 
residents can recycle plastics at 
the kerbside, but some can’t. 
Most can have green garden 
waste collected for composting, 
but some can’t. This depends on 
which council provides your serv¬ 
ice. More than that is the mas¬ 
sive financial challenge faced by 
residents and councils. Can we 
rely on the same formula to deliv¬ 
er the changes needed in waste 
and recycling services? What can 
we do to keep quality services in 
place but free up money needed 
to support education, health and 
other frontline services? 

We need to retain the quality 
but have an open mind as to who 
does the delivery, especially if 
this means keeping a lid on the 
cost. No-one I speak to within 
waste and recycling would create 
things the way they are if they 
had a blank sheet of paper. What 
was right in 1972 could do with 
some change. The benefits of hav¬ 
ing one organisation looking 



after waste and recycling is the 
way to go. 

Waste and recycling services 
across all 13 councils cost £90m a 
year - that’s an average of £165 
for each Kent household a year. 
People wonder if the quality of 
service can be enhanced, but 
with costs managed better, by 
having one outfit rather than 13. 

Could new services be brought 
in for residents who want plas¬ 
tics collected at the kerbside? 
People are asking how wedded 
can we afford to be to the notion 
that a waste and recycling serv¬ 
ice can be split across 13 councils 
with all its inherent problems. 

Surely, the benefits of a quality 
service for all, and at a more effi¬ 
cient cost, is what we should be 
aiming for. I’m persuaded there’s 
a debate to be had and keen 
Kent’s people should have the 
chance to provide views on this 
important debate.

This would make a pleasant change from 
the usual developers’ plans, which allow 
them to demolish old buildings and replace 
them with contemporary architecture which 
is admired by few and despised by many.

Your report on the reduction of speeding 
prosecutions and the drop in casualties in 
Kent reflects a nationwide reduction, includ¬ 
ing North Yorkshire which has no fixed cam¬ 
eras yet. 

Also in North Yorkshire, once out of the 
towns, nearly all single carriageway roads are 
still on the national speed limit of 60mph, 
which is now virtually non-existent on Kent’s 
main roads, where we have an ever-changing 
patchwork of 40 and 50mph limits as nimby 
councillors dictate what speed they think we 
should all drive at. 

Do those in charge of Kent’s highways 
assume our drivers are worse than those in 
other counties and need more interference? 

Since 2002, when the speed camera part¬ 
nership was formed, 394,189 drivers have 
been prosecuted for speeding. Were all these 
people driving dangerously or a menace to 
society? No, most have just fallen foul of a 
technical infringement. 

How many of those who subsequently lost 
their licence also lost their job, income and 
even home? 

These sorts of figures are never put into the 
equation, or the social hardship caused by 
loss of a driving licence, or the effect on fami¬ 
ly life. Also not shown in statistics is the cost 


to the economy in delays, missed appoint¬ 
ments, longer journey times, wasted fuel etc 
by the constant downgrading of speed limits 
and increasing congestion. 

Some of us still expect to be treated as 
responsible adults and do our journeys in 
reasonable time. We do not want to live in a 
society of mindless, unquestioning obedience. 

Nor are we convinced when whatever toady 
is transport minister this month tells us that 
50mph is to replace all 60mph limits for safe¬ 
ty reasons. Perhaps it is to boost the camera 
partnership’s falling income?

Cutting all our losses 

Across the UK, BT is looking to reduce its 
wage bill by offering staff the opportunity to 
take longer holidays in return for taking a 
pay cut, or a one-off payment of £1,000 if 
they agree to go part-time. 

The company posted losses of £1.3 billion 
for the first three months of 2009, but has 
more than 100,000 employees and is a great 
example of how in the economic downturn 
businesses are having to respond creatively 
to avoid redundancies. 

Similarly, workers at Jaguar Land Rover 
have been asked to delay their salary pay¬ 
ments to help rectify the company’s cash¬ 
flow problems. 

ACCA (the Association of Chartered 
Certified Accountants) is advising business¬ 


es not to sacrifice long-term potential with 
short-term thinking. While there is an 
understandable concern in businesses of all 
sizes, ACCA’s belief is that many will react 
with short-term measures to cut costs 
rather than considering the long-term 
future of the business. 

Wherever possible, businesses that are 
having difficulties should realise there are 
alternative ways to reduce staff overheads 
without redundancies, including reductions 
in working week days or caps on staff pay. 

The decisions of Jaguar Land Rover and 
BT might seem extreme to some, but their 
strategies so far are not leading to more 
unemployment in local areas - and busi¬ 
nesses across the South East would be well 
advised to follow suit.

TOYOTA launches a third genera¬ 
tion Prius on August 1, confident 
the hybrid has evolved from curios¬ 
ity into mainstream product. 

Even before global warming and recession 
hit the front pages, the second generation of 
the petrol-electric car had become a common 
choice for British private car buyers and com¬ 
pany ‘user choosers’. 

Though still pricey, longer-term economy 
and taxation benefits of the hybrid were not 
lost on many people and there was no need to 
sacrifice creature comforts; the second genera¬ 
tion car was a perfectly usable five-door fami¬ 
ly hatchback and its successor promises even 
more functionality and style. 

Toyota committed to more environmentally- 
friendly cars in 1992, and progressed most 
powertrains - its conventional petrol designs 
recently had an ‘Optimal Drive’ technology 
overhaul to boost power and economy while 
lowering emissions. 

But the Japanese car giant has become best 
known for its Hybrid Synergy Drive (HSD) 
and three generations of Prius - the Mark III 
will have 35 per cent more power and 23 and 
25 per cent better fuel consumption and C02 
emissions than the original. 

Toyota’s confidence in the system - and its 
profitability, no doubt - has also drawn a 




pledge that all Toyotas will be available with a 
hybrid power option by 2020. 

The Prius project - the name is Latin for ‘to go 
before’ - began in 1994, and a production model 
arrived in 1997, with a UK debut in 2000 (pic¬ 
tured above). 

However, the Mark I’s frumpy four-door 
styling didn’t help the Prius overcome market 
ambivalence, but a more contemporary five- 
door Mark II arrived here in 2003, just as peo¬ 
ple were waking up to eco motoring. 

The even smarter looking replacement (from 
£18,370) has a 1.8-litre petrol engine in place 
of the former 1.5 unit, giving a 24 per cent 
power boost to 134bhp when working in tan¬ 
dem with the car’s electric motor. 

This gives equivalent performance to a con¬ 
ventional 2.0-litre family car such as Toyota’s 
own Avensis, but the real reason for the bigger 
engine - balanced by a 90 per cent re-engi¬ 


neering and lightening of the whole hybrid 
powertrain - is to address the Mark II’s 
Achilles heel. This was poor motorway fuel 
consumption; the Prius made an excellent low- 
emission family car in urban use, but the on¬ 
board computer told the opposite story on a 
high speed long-haul journey - as Driving’s 
own road tests showed. 

Cruising efficiency is said to be up 10 per 
cent now, with an official combined fuel con¬ 
sumption of 72.4mpg and a range of 715 miles 
- 93 more than before yet the tank size is 
unchanged. It also now has the lowest C02 
emissions (89g/km) of any UK family car and 
qualifies for zero road tax - the previous car 
was liable to £35/year. 

It can also be switched to EV (electric vehi¬ 
cle) running only, producing zero emissions for 
up to two kilometres at speeds up to 31mph - 
ideal for school runs and shopping trips.

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New Jag XJ ends Groundhog Day

JAGUAR’S radical new XJ flag¬ 
ship might have divided fans, but it 
has probably also rescued the big 
cat from extinction. 

There was huge pressure on the British 
executive brand to stick to the classic twin 
headlight/square grille saloon styling intro¬ 
duced by the lardy Mark X (1961) - the widest 
Jag ever produced in any numbers. 

This front-end format was then crystallised 
by the original XJ6 (1968), a lovely car but, with 
hindsight, a styling strait jacket; Jaguar tried 
a faint-hearted wriggle in 1986 with square 
headlamps on the XJ40 - though, strangely, 
retaining twins for the poverty spec model. 

But this move sparked such criticism from 
enthusiasts that the brand slumped into a 
Groundhog Day cycle of retro repetition, 
highlighted by XJ styling for the smaller X- 
Type and an unashamedly nostalgic twin- 
lamp S-Type in 1999. 

You sensed the frustration at Ford, which 
bought the company in 1989, and poured in 
huge sums to sort out inefficiency and erratic 
quality, but never arrested a catastrophic sales 
decline or dispelled the perception that Jaguar 
was an ‘old man’s brand’. 

The American car giant will be even more 
frustrated now after selling the brand to Tata 
last year and watching the Indian conglomer¬ 
ate reaps the benefits of Ford investment. 

The turning point actually came a while 
back when management stopped listening to 
former buyers, many of whom were starting to 



fall off their perches, and signed off last year’s 
XF replacement for the S-Type, marking a 
clear change of style and an upsurge in sales. 

The XF is a spiritual successor to the classic 
Mark II of the 1960s; as much four-door coupe 
as saloon and in keeping with the ‘grace, space 
and pace’ of early Jag marketing, while high¬ 
lighting how far the brand had strayed up the 
blind alley of retro styling. 

And now we have a new XJ using similar 
design language and showing all the muscle 
that made Jaguar big in the first place under 
the post-World War Two brilliance of its pio¬ 


neering founder Sir William Lyons. 

Jaguar design chief Ian Callum can rightly 
claim: “The new XJ is a thoroughly modem 
interpretation of the quintessential Jaguar. Its 
visual impact stems from the elongated 
teardrop shape of the car’s side windows, that 
powerful stance and its wide track.” 

After one of the most successful secrecy cam¬ 
paigns ever seen by the notoriously transpar¬ 
ent motor industry, where ‘spy shots’ and 
sneak previews are all too common, the latest 
XJ broke cover at a celebrity event hosted by 
American chat show star and self-confessed 


car nut Jay Leno. Once revealed though, you 
wonder why Jaguar needed all the secrecy and 
razzamatazz - it looks good enough anyway to 
persuade anyone with the cash to think again 
about buying German. 

It is an engineering tour de force too, with an 
all-aluminium body - 50 per cent recycled - 
available on a standard or long wheelbase. 

There is even a powerful yet eco-friendly 3.0- 
litre V6 diesel option to defuse criticism from 
the green lobby. 

Prices start at £52,500 and order books are 
open, with deliveries due to start in early 2010.

RATHER like the TV ads for the 
current Mercedes-Benz SLK that 
saw it racing ahead of forbidding 
storm clouds, the German roadster 
now finds itself being chased hard 
for real. 

For it has lost its unique selling point in the 
two-seater sector: the electric folding hardtop 
that appeared on the first generation car in 
1996, and was then carried over to its 2004 
replacement. 

Mazda now produces a MX-5 CC (Coupe 
Convertible) for a lot less cash, while an all- 
new version of the BMW Z4 arch-enemy 
arrived this year with a folding ‘tin lid’, albeit 
with similarly questionable styling to that of 
the previous car. 

And though Audi has, for the moment, 
ignored folding hardtops, the TT roadster 
remains a powerful threat while Porsche’s 
Boxster is still the most aspirational car in 
the whole sector. 

It used to be so much easier for the SLK; 
the folding roof’s extra security and all-year 
weather protection did much to counter the 
original SLK’s limp driving experience and 
then became a brilliant bonus for its far 
superior and sharper-suited successor. 

The sleek two-seater has been helped by a 
neat facelift in 2008, retaining the McLaren 
Mercedes SLR supercar ‘nacelle’ front end 
and lovely upswept side profile, while gain¬ 
ing muscular cosmetic touches. 

The interior is well arranged, though start¬ 
ing to look cheaper as newer rivals emerge; the 
200 Kompressor entry model wears it better 
than the £36,580 3.5-litre version tested here

The £200 ‘Direct Steering 5 pack on our car 
made the wheel a bit light and I was caught 
out initially by the over-responsiveness, but 
the SLK’s rear-driven chassis is beautifully- 
weighted and the optional sports chassis 
(£185) hugs even tighter to comers, yet ride 
quality is excellent for this category. 

Past experience shows the test car’s 303bhp 
3,498cc V6 is probably the best all-round power 
option and sounds meaty enough, but the 
227g/km C02 emissions does pitch it into the 


maximum road tax bracket, but what does that 
matter to someone shopping for a car like this 
unless they have a guilty (green) conscience? 

Mind you, the SLK 200 Kompressor and 
awesome 5.5-litre V8 AMG mount strong 
arguments too - the former is well-priced 
(£29,445) yet no slouch, while the £51,585 
AMG’s sound and sheer power is seductive if 
you can afford it or don’t give a hoot about 
global warming... or the neighbours’ opinion 
about it either. 


The 350’s smooth V6 does, however, feel blunt¬ 
ed by the £1,575 seven-speed auto transmission. 

It changes smoothly even under hard acceler¬ 
ation, matching the manual’s sprint to 62mph 
in 5.4 seconds. It can also be driven in manual 
mode, but I wonder if the engine might be lib¬ 
erated more by the standard-fit manual ‘box. 

Whatever the engine choice though, it is per¬ 
haps time to look beyond the SLK’s once unique 
roof system and now appreciate the car for what 
it is: the smartest and best all-round roadster.

EUROSTAR is the latest firm to be hit 
by the recession, with a drop in busi¬ 
ness passengers and ticket sales. 

The provider of the high-speed serv¬ 
ice to France and Belgium has seen a 
seven per cent drop in sales overall in 
the first six months of the year. 

Bosses have put the loss down to the 
economic slowdown and a fire in the 
Channel Tunnel which led to a reduced 
service for the first seven weeks of the 


year. However, leisure ticket sales were 
up four per cent on last year, following 
a surge in inbound travel to the UK. 

The latest figures released by 
Eurostar also show services achieved 
record punctuality, with 95.7 per cent 
of trains reaching their destination on 
time. 

Chief executive Richard Brown said: 
“As with all businesses in the transport 
sector, we have long acknowledged 


that we would face challenging times 
this year. 

“Some of our biggest business clients 
are from the financial and banking sec¬ 
tors, and it follows that as they tighten 
their travel budgets we feel the effects.

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Government review to address problems faced bv our ageing society 


The workable 
solution must 
be fighting shy 
of retirement 

WORKERS could be allowed to stay in their jobs past the age of 65 as part of plans 
to deal with the problems presented by Britain’s ageing society 

The Government has brought forward a 



review of the default retirement age from 
2011 to next year - a move which could see 
an increase to the arbitrary retirement age 
or more discretion handed to employers to 
decide when they let staff go. 

The news comes in the same week as two 
separate court challenges to the official poli¬ 
cy on older employees. The policy which 
allows employers to dismiss staff solely on 
the grounds of age when they hit 65 will be 
challenged in the High Court by Kent solici¬ 
tor Leslie Seldon. 

The Bidborough man claims he 
is being discriminated against 
by being forced to retire, 
despite being fit and keen to 
work. Increased life expectan¬ 
cy, low birth rate and falling 
pension funds are creating 
unprecedented problems for 
the Government. The number 
of pensioners in Britain is now 
higher than the number 
of children and as the pop¬ 
ulation ages there will be 
even fewer workers pay¬ 
ing into the pot to cover 
their state pension and 
healthcare costs. 

It is estimated that 
without action there will 
be a £6 billion shortfall 
within 20 years. 

Another factor is the 
majority of firms have 
scrapped final salary pen¬ 
sion schemes leaving mil¬ 
lions of workers with lim¬ 
ited resources on which to 
live in old age. 

Current rules mean the 
pension age for women 
will rise to 65, the same as 
for men, by 2020 and is 
scheduled to reach 68 for 
men and women by 2046. 

Angela Eagle, the pen¬ 
sions minister, said: “It’s 
time to look again at this. 

Some people prefer to 
take early retirement, 
others prefer to keep 
working. We want to give 
older people flexible 
retirement options. 

“As Britain’s demo¬ 
graphics change, it’s sen¬ 
sible that we have the 
debate on what works for 
business and individuals. The retirement 
laws need to reflect modem social and eco¬ 
nomic circumstances.”

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The newly-merged Age Concern and Help the Aged is 
backing bringing the decision forward, but has urged the 
Government to abandon the mle which prevents people 
from working simply because of their age. 

Currently anyone can ask their employer to allow them to 
work past 65, and research carried out by the Confederation 
of British Industry (CBI) revealed 81 per cent of these 
requests were accepted. 

A spokesman said: “This shows companies don’t want 
to lose good people, whatever their 
age.” 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI regional 
director, said: “Having a default 
retirement age helps staff begin 
the process of deciding when 
it’s right to retire, and helps 
firms plan ahead with more 
confidence. 

‘With many businesses 
under pressure, uncer¬ 
tainty over possible 
changes to the retirement 
age is just another unwel¬ 
come issue the 
Government is forcing 
them to consider. Many 
people can happily work 
in their existing job 
beyond the age of 65, but 
this is not possible for all 
occupations, and compa¬ 
nies, especially the small¬ 
er ones, often have partic¬ 
ular problems adapting 
jobs to the needs of older 
workers. 

“The key issue in this 
whole debate is finding a 
workable alternative to 
the default retirement age 
for employers and busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Frazer Thompson, 
chairman of Kent 
Institute of Directors, 
said: “I think it may 
put pressure on those 
who have carefully 
worked out succession 
plans, and although 
it will put further pres¬ 
sure on the unemploy¬ 
ment numbers of gradu¬ 
ates to Neets further 
down the chain, business 
needs to retain experience. 

“Every individual business circumstance 
will be different, but adding employment flex¬ 
ibility is never a bad thing for leaders.”

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Potential for disruption 


P LAN, plan, plan! Some management planning now 
might reduce the impact of any future outbreak of 
swine flu on a business. The main practical issue at 
present for employers is continuity of business. 

This involves: 

• Coping with employee absence - not only those who are infected but also those 
who have to take time off to look after infected dependants, or dependants whose 
schools have been closed, for example. 

• Reducing the risk of flu coming into and affecting the workplace. 

• Dealing with disruption if a key supplier is hit. Businesses with suppliers and 
customers overseas may be affected if that country is hit, even if the UK is not. 

Action points for employers 

From a human resources perspective, employers should: 

• Communicate with staff about the current health risks and 
ensure systems of communication with staff are reliable. If you 
can warn staff now about possible reactions should there be an 
outbreak, this will reduce concern later on. 

• Review hygiene practices and improve these, where neces¬ 
sary. For example, cleaning of hard surfaces, particularly 
phones and door handles, may have to be intensified. 

• Have contingency plans for staff absence. Identify key staff 
and know whose skills are interchangeable. 

• Review relevant policies such as sickness, absence or depen¬ 
dant leave policies and consider how these might need to be 
modified. For example, most contracts state employees should 
return to work once they feel fit, but a sufferer of swine flu 
should not return to work until certified fit by a doctor.

• Consider putting in place arrangements for home-working or 
travel bans, should this become necessary. Again, communicate 
this to employees now. 

To work from home requires an employee’s contract to permit 
this. Changing the terms of the contract unilaterally is a 
breach of contract and there may well not be time to consult 
with trade unions. 

But if employees are warned about this in advance, should 
the need arise, they will not be surprised by the change to their 
contracts. 

• Ask employees to report to HR if they have flu-like symptoms 
or feel unwell and have travelled to Mexico or any other area 
considered high risk by the World Health Organisation. 

• If businesses regularly send employees overseas, think about

The National Pandemic Flu Service is 
due to go live this month, with the 
service designed to take pressure off 
GP surgeries and hospitals. 

Potential sufferers will be able to go 
online or call a hotline to check their 
symptoms and receive a diagnosis and 
will receive a voucher which they or a 
friend or relative can use to pick up 
antiviral medicines from a local 
collection centre like a pharmacy. 

In the meantime people should contact 
their GP immediately if they think they 
have symptoms of swine flu. 

Symptoms include: 

Fever 

Shortness of breath 
Headache 
Tiredness 
Chills 

Muscle aches 
Sore throat 
Runny nose 
Sneezing 
Loss of appetite 

The time between contact with the virus 
and the onset of symptoms is normally 
two to three days. 

People are most infectious shortly after 
they develop symptoms; they can 
spread the virus in coughs and sneezes 
for up to a week. 

People become less infectious the 
longer the symptoms persist and once 
their symptoms have disappeared they 
are no longer considered infectious.

Changing Cultures 

Employers may simply need to reconsider their business cul¬ 
ture. Staff absence is the key problem for employers at present 
and certainly those employers who have an attitude of encour¬ 
aging staff to “struggle in” will need to change. 

With a pandemic the emphasis must be on staying at home 
and sending staff home as soon as they develop symptoms. Well 
advertised sickness policies which state that anyone showing 
symptoms will be sent home also encourage those who are wor¬ 
ried about coming in to the office that the workplace is relative¬ 
ly safe. Like it or not, employers are also potentially going to 
have to be more generous about giving employees time off work to care 
for dependants. 

This will almost certainly produce conflict between employers and 
staff about how much time they can have off and whether this leave 
should be paid. 
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Employers are going to have to use their discretion to answer 
these questions but whenever discretion comes into play, employers 
are vulnerable to claims of discrimination - be warned that this may 
happen. Try to be consistent. 

Compensation 

Most business interruption insurance does not cover loss arising 
from a flu pandemic, so check the terms and conditions of your 
insurance to see whether you are covered. In terms of government 
compensation, the Public Health Act sets out limited circumstances 
where compensation may be payable for direct losses caused to busi¬ 
nesses by government action. 

So if the government or local authorities are forced to make emer¬ 
gency regulations due to a pandemic, businesses will most probably 
be able to seek compensation if goods or services were procured at 
short notice. 

However, other than in specific circumstances - and these will 
only be used as a last resort - there is unlikely to be any government 
compensation scheme for losses suffered by businesses as a result of 
a pandemic. 

The Department of Health and the Health and Safety Executive 
have produced reports and articles on how businesses should pre¬ 
pare for a pandemic, which may also be of use to you

GOVERNMENT ADVICE 

• Put up signs reminding staff and visitors of the 
signs and symptoms of flu and stress the importance 
of self-isolation and hygiene at all times. 

Disposable tissues should be used to catch coughs and 
sneezes while handkerchiefs and reusing tissues should 
be avoided as they lead to contaminated pockets and 
handbags which then recontaminate hands whenever 
they are used. 

Surfaces should be cleaned frequently and thought 
should be given to introducing handrubs at entrances 
used by customers or visitors. Everyone should wash 
their hands regularly, even using soap and water, in a 
bid to prevent the spread of the virus. 

• Consider alternatives to meetings and visits - such as 
telephone calls and video conferences - and try and 
stay more than a metre away from other people. 

• Consider staggering lunch breaks in an attempt 

to minimise interactions between staff and reducing 
the number of people in enclosed spaces. 

• If practical, consider allowing staff to work from 
home. 

• If someone does feel unwell or starts dis¬ 
playing symptoms while at work, it is important 
that they don’t simply carry on working. 

• Affected workers should inform their superiors before 
going home and stay away until fully recovered.

Taxed by Darling’s rules

Revenue and Customs has published a list 
of questions and answers to help people 
understand how and whether they will be 
affected when making contributions over 
the next couple of years. 

Typically, this issue is not straightfor¬ 
ward. If you are a high-eamer and have 



been making significant pension contribu¬ 
tions over recent years, then you may be 
able to continue with these unaffected to 
2011, as long as the contributions fit a 
regular pattern. 

Also if the contributions are below 
£30,000. If the contributions fit a regular 
pattern, they will be designated as pro¬ 
tected pension input (PPI) and you will 
receive tax relief on them in full. 

To be protected, there must be a certain 
regularity to the payments that have been 
made. Where there is a regularity but the 
amounts differ, then HMRC can take the 
median contribution as the PPI figure. 
Increases to contributions - because they 
are salary related - can be protected. 

But discretionary increases to con¬ 
tributions’ amounts will not be pro¬ 
tected. 

While these changes are not likely to 
affect the majority of pension savers, 
for those it does affect it will be signif¬ 
icant and they are likely to need 
advice, either from a pensions adviser 
or their accountant.

Stimson looks 
to delve into 
loan market 
for defender 

GILLINGHAM are in talks with two League 
One clubs about loan moves for centre-backs to 
help improve the squad’s defensive options. 

Recruiting a new defender is a priority for 
manager Mark Stimson, who only has Simon 
King and Garry Richards as senior specialist 
central defenders in the squad.

Tom in. He’s matured over the last six months 
on loan at a couple of places and he’s come back 
at the end of the season a different player.” 

The Gills are keen to turn midfielder Rashid 
Yussuf’s trial into a permanent deal after 
impressing, while full-backs Jordan Parkes 
and Sam Long have played their way into con¬ 
tention for a longer stay at Priestfield. 

The club are still waiting for an answer on a 
bid they made more than a week ago to a 
League One club for a striker. 


Overall looking 
for more speed 
despite UK title 


SCOTT Overall may have scooped 
the 5,000m national title, but a 
place in the Great Britain team for 
the World Athletics Championships 
remains in the balance.

REGULAR readers of Kent on 
Sunday’s timelines would be forgiv¬ 
en for concluding there was a 
golden era of cricket, when county 
sides played at multiple venues in 
front of thousands of fans, only for 
financial reality to kick in, forcing 
clubs to concentrate their resources 
on one or possibly two venues. 

The status of the ‘outground’ has been a 
perennial dilemma for the game’s organisers, 
ever since the inception of the County 
Championship in 1890, and probably even 
further back than that. 

Logistical reasons compel counties to choose 
a single base like Edbgaston or Trent Bridge, 
where they can maximise revenue by eliminat¬ 
ing transport costs. But another logic suggests 
a county can increase its fan base and get addi¬ 
tional revenue streams by staging games at 
multiple venues. 

Glamorgan used to be a de facto Welsh 
national side, playing as far from their Cardiff 
base as Colwyn Bay and it was this reasoning 
that prompted Kent to stage games in 
Beckenham earlier this decade, with the coun¬ 
ty eyeing an increase in membership inside 
the M25 as a result. The difficulty for every 
county is striking a balance. 

In the 1990s, Yorkshire decided to play all its 
games at Headingley, bar a couple of token fix¬ 
tures at Scarborough, a move that resulted in 
a host of cancelled memberships. 

A Sussex official however, reported com¬ 
plaints from members every time the club 
dared play away from Hove. 

It isn’t a new problem. Precisely 100 years 
ago the future of the Gravesend festival was in 
doubt, but a record attendance of 6,000 
prompted a commentator to remark that 
“Gravesend has been weighed in the balance 
and not found wanting”. 

That year Kent played at six ‘home’ venues: 
Catford Bridge, Dover, Tonbridge, Tunbridge 
Wells, Blackheath and Canterbury. 

By 1939, Catford had been abandoned, but 
Gillingham and Maidstone were added to the 
list and 50 years ago the former Kent and 
England A team bowler David Sayer can recall 
playing on as many as nine different grounds. 

“Dover, Folkestone, Canterbury, Tunbridge 
Wells, Maidstone, Gillingham, Gravesend, 
Dartford and Blackheath, how many’s that?” 
he says, after reeling off the list. 

Trying to accommodate so many venues was 
a thankless task. Canterbury may now be 
Kent’s undisputed HQ, but for much of the 
county’s history it only staged a couple of 
championship games each year. 


THE first generally accepted county game officially took place in 1709, between 
Kent and Surrey at Dartford. It’s anyone’s guess how many venues Kent have 
played at since then, but cricinfo’s archives report 23 separate towns, villages or 
suburbs as boasting home grounds past or present, some of which, like 
Tonbridge and Canterbury, boast more than one venue. The full list is as follows: 
Ashford, Beckenham, Benenden (Hensted Park), Blackheath, Canterbury, Catford 
Bridge, Chatham, Cranbrook, Dartford, Dover, Dulwich, Folkestone, Gillingham, 
Gravesend, Hawkhurst, Maidstone, Sevenoaks, Sittingbourne, Tonbridge, Town 
Mailing, Tunbridge Wells and Wrotham. 


Going over 
old ground

In 1959, there was criticism in Maidstone of 
the ‘unattractive’ opponents laid on for the 
county town’s festival, 50 years ago this week. 

The fixture list was drawn up at Lord’s, but 
not everyone realised this. 

An exasperated Kent official was quoted as 
saying: “We are not the only county with weeks 
and festivals,” as he tried in vain to point out 
it wasn’t his fault Kent were playing 
Worcestershire - ‘only’ 3,500 fans turned up 
for the first day. 

As Canterbury became predominant, out- 
grounds fell by the wayside, with 
Blackheath and Dover phased out. 

In 1984, however, the complaints had a 
familiar ring to them, with fans in Folkestone 
bemoaning the lack of a proper, week-long 
festival. By the early 1990s Dartford had 
gone, with Folkestone following suit, 
though it still staged 2nd XI games. 


ly picturesque cricket ground and Beckenham, 
which is a cricket ground. 

Yet asked if he regrets the demise of so many 
festivals, Sayer says: “Not really, because some 
of them were pretty ropey, for spectators in 
particular.” 

He’s too polite to say which grounds he does¬ 
n’t lament, but would like to see Kent return to 
Maidstone, his home ground, and perhaps 
Folkestone. Again logistics pose a problem. 

“It's a devil of a job to get all the facilities like 
the catering transported eveiywhere and when 
you play at one or two places the wickets are 
more likely to be looked after,” Sayer points out. 

Henry Blofeld, who began his broadcasting 
career at Gravesend’s Bat & Ball ground in 
1962, concurred. 

“It is a shame, but it’s just economic reality, 
especially now we have four-day cricket and 
counties don’t have so many fixtures.”

He promptly chipped the next ball straight to mid- 
on, though with Hutchings making 155 and Fielder 
taking 10 wickets in the match, his dismissal was 
academic, as Kent won by 338 runs.

Then, in arguably the biggest shock of all, 
the Mote festival was officially mothballed 
in 2005, after a uniquely unedifying saga. 

After years of tedious wrangling between 
the club and a local council notoriously apa¬ 
thetic about sport, Kent beat Gloucestershire 
in two days and had points deducted for a 
supposedly substandard pitch. 

Kent’s subsequent appeal looked hollow a 
couple of months later when they blamed 
the pitch for abandoning the county town, a 
plausible, but convenient reason for ending 
nearly a century and a half of tradition. 

That left Kent with St Lawrence, which is 
a uniquely attractive cricket ground, The 
Nevill in Tunbridge Wells, which is a high¬

Kent chairman George Kennedy talks exclusively to GLENN PEARSON about his plans for bringing 
success to the county and how redevelopment of the St Lawrence Ground is an integral part of the future 


T HE dreaded credit crunch 
couldn’t have come at a 
worse time for Kent as 
they hastily tried to get 
going with the building work for 
ambitious redevelopment plans 
deemed crucial for the long-term 
future of the club. 

Plans in 2007, were to put the life back into 
a tiring St Lawrence Ground in Canterbury 
with an expansive £10 million project which 
includes a facelift for the pavilion and Les 
Ames Stand, together with the erection of a 
130-bed hotel, health and fitness centre and 
conference facilities at the far end of the 
ground. It was hoped work, financed by the 
sale of land behind the pavilion, would begin 
at the beginning of 2008, but by May that 
year, not a JCB was in sight. 

The club announced during that month 
the project had progressed “slower than we 
would have liked”, but building work 
should take place at the end of the summer 
and wouldn’t interrupt the cricket. 

The bombshell came in December last 
year when the redevelopment was officially 
put on hold because the club’s development 
partner, Persimmon Homes and Vantage 
Hotel Developments Ltd, had reportedly 
suffered a 24 per cent drop in sales over the 
year, forcing them to pull out. 

Chairman George Kennedy, in his first 
year in the hot seat, announced the club 
would have to “pull the whole thing and 
wait until conditions improve”. 

More than six months on, the only thing 
on the land for sale next to the ground is 
spectators’ cars on match day. 

Confident 

While the project has ground to a halt, 
Kennedy has been working hard to find a 
new partner to do the work, having insisted 
in the past the club will not back down on 
the figure they feel the land is worth. 

Interestingly, Kennedy, who lives in 
Chilham, revealed Persimmon came back 
several months after pulling out of the 
development offering half of the original 
price for the land. That was firmly rebuffed, 
but now the club are in talks with develop¬ 
ers and are on the cusp of agreeing a deal. 

“We have now got new tenders and we are 
on the verge of accepting from a couple of 
major corporations to go ahead, however, I 
will make it my business to make sure 
members are fully informed with what we 
are going to do,” Kennedy said. 

“The scheme doesn’t change in any way. 
I’m quietly confident that at the end of the 
season there will be bulldozers on the 
ground getting on with things.” 

The Scot insists that the club will struggle 
to survive without an added income and 
that the redevelopment is an essential cog 
in keeping Kent afloat. 

“For a club like Kent to survive, and it will 
survive as a member’s club, it has to have 
another income,” he said. 

“You cannot survive on membership 
alone, it simply doesn’t work when you 
think of what we pay the players and the 
administration of the club and the upkeep 
of the ground. Unless we get a proper 
income stream it will be very difficult. 

“The most important thing for the club is 
our redevelopment scheme.”

“Some of the things we have tried don’t 
always succeed, for example our con¬ 
certs recently that have been a great 
subject of debate. Socially they were a 
huge success, I’ve never seen so many 
people enjoy themselves on the ground. 

“We probably didn’t make money on the 
Sugababes, but the James Morrison 
concert we had double the people, which 
was much better. We still don’t know the fig¬ 
ures because there is so many things still to 
come in. 

“The cost of putting on the event was 
quite horrendous and the fees for the artists 
were pretty high. We didn’t get the numbers 
we wanted on one evening, but we did on 
the other.” 

Asked whether the club would have made 
money from the two nights: “It’s not looking 
that encouraging, I think it will be very tight 
indeed. It’s down to the numbers on the first 
night, but it’s going to be pretty close. 

“That was the first time we have hosted a 
concert - I know we had Elton John here 
before, but that wasn’t ours. 

“We now have a database of 12,000 
names and addresses and 12 months to 
plan whether to do it again or not. If we did¬ 
n’t make what we expected to make that 
wouldn’t preclude me from doing it again, 
you have to learn.”

“I would love to say that Martin van Jaarsveld 
has today signed his contract for the future, 
but I don’t know yet. I’m hopeful he will. 

“Over the next few days we will have a 
decision. I would like to think we have 
looked after him properly and we have 
made a decent offer for the future, it’s now 
up to Jarra. 

“The guy is married, he has a baby, there 
is another on the way, the thing he has to do 
is make sure his future is assured. 

“At Kent we have done all we can to make 
sure that future is here. If he decided to go 
elsewhere then so be it, you can’t force peo¬ 
ple to do things. 

“We would certainly like to keep him. 

“I’ve heard people say other counties will 
be getting out their cheque books, but what 
they forget is that next year there is a salary 
cap on all clubs, which is for £1.5 million. 

“If you take a Surrey or Lancashire, the so- 
called big clubs, the more big players they 
sign the less there is for others. 

“Do you want one or two really big stars or 
a really solid team? I think at Kent we have a 
solid team that can do the business.”

Ford looks set to leave with talk of new coaching team 


KENT will go into next season with 
a new coaching team after chairman 
George Kennedy revealed that 
Graham Ford was unlikely to return 
after this summer. 

The club’s director of cricket is out 
of contract at the end of the season, 
but all indications earlier in the 
summer were that the South 
African, who has turned Kent into 


arguably the best limited overs side 
in county cricket, was going to 
return next season. 

The 48-year-old, who joined Kent 
in 2005, told Kent on Sunday last 
week he hoped to sort out his future 
in the coming weeks and that he 
was hopeful of returning. 

However, club chairman George 
Kennedy has exclusively revealed 


that the county are actively dis¬ 
cussing putting together a new 
coaching team that will be in place 
for next season. 

He said: “We would love to keep 
him, but it isn’t just the visa situa¬ 
tion to be honest with you. Graham’s 
personal situation is such that he 
wants to spend time with his family 

“He has been completely open with 


the club with what he wants to do. 
He will be accessible to the club 
when he goes back to South Africa, 
but I think we will have a new coach¬ 
ing regime in place for next season 
and we are talking about that. 

“As soon as we have something 
concrete to say we will announce 
that, but people won’t be disappoint¬ 
ed, I can assure them of that.”

T HE return to Kent of Wayne 
Parnell is a huge boost to us 
as we go into a crucial part 
of the season, both in the 
County Championship and, of 
course, with our Twenty20 Cup 
quarter-final. 

Wayne created a brilliant impression dur¬ 
ing his first spell with us and the wider 
world then saw his prodigious talent when 
he starred for South Africa in the ICC World 
Twenty20. 

But it is a sign of just how much he 
enjoyed his cricket at Kent, and how well he 
settled into our dressing room, that we have 
managed to get him back for another five- 
week stint. Wayne’s desire to return was a 
big part of the reason he is back with us now. 

Personally speaking, I have another big 
reason for welcoming him back with a wide 
grin. It’s not just that his 90mph bowling 
and thumping strokeplay with the bat is 
good to have on our side. The rough he cre¬ 
ates, as a left-armer, outside the off stump of 
the opposition’s right-hand batsmen is just 
what I am looking for. 

My own bowling has been a source of real 
pleasure to me so far this season, and I am 
determined to keep it going for the whole 
campaign so that I reap as much of a benefit 
as I can from all the hard work I did at home 
and in India last winter. 

Approach-wise, I am now back to trying to 
take wickets - and thinking about that 
above all else - whereas last season I had 
got into the bad habit of worrying about how 
I was getting the ball down there, rather

than concentrating on what was happening 
at the business end of the pitch. 

The ball is coming out of my hand nicely at 
the moment and I think my 8 for 66 against 
Glamorgan at Canterbury in early May, and 
the 6 for 27 I took in the Friends Provident 
Trophy game against Middlesex at Southgate 


the previous week, really set me up and boost¬ 
ed my confidence at just the right time. 

The fine weather so far this summer has 
also been a factor in my good form. Unlike in 
the past two seasons, the predominantly dry 
weather means that, as a spinner, you turn 
up for championship matches in particular 
knowing you are going to be playing a cen¬ 
tral role and you should get a decent number 
of overs. It gives you an extra spring in your 
step when you turn up for the day and the 
sun is shining. 

It was a huge aim of mine this summer to 
get my career back on track, in terms of 
being able to challenge again for interna¬ 
tional recognition, and my batting has also 
been good so I am very happy overall with 
the way things have gone. 

The Twenty20 Cup quarter-final against 
Durham next Monday will obviously be a 
massive game and I hope the gates are 
locked at the St Lawrence Ground and that 
Kent’s supporters can help us to get through 
to a third successive finals day. 

It will be a tough game because Durham 
are a talented and dangerous side. But, even 
though we topped the South Division, which 
in itself is an achievement as it is probably 
the most competitive of the three Twenty20 
regional groups, I don’t feel we have yet real¬ 
ly played to the best of our ability in the 20- 
over format. 

Again, with Parnell added to the mix, we 
have such a fantastic line-up of explosive 
cricketers - and none more explosive, on this 
season’s form, than Darren Stevens - that I 
would back us to beat anyone if we play to 
our full potential. 

Parnell, despite his big-hitting ability, is 
likely to be down with me in the tailend sec¬ 
tion for that Durham game. In fact, I have 
yet to bat at all in this year’s Twenty20 Cup 
- that’s 10 matches and no innings. But, as 
long as we keep on winning - and three 
more wins in the competition is what we are 
looking for, of course - I won’t mind simply 
watching from the pavilion, with my bat and 
pads surplus to requirements.

Surtees must kick-start season at Brands 


AFTER a disappointing start, Kent’s Henry 
Surtees admitted he has to perform in the 
Brands Hatch round of the F2 Championship 
this afternoon, writes Tom Howard. 

The 18-year-old from Edenbridge, near 
Sevenoaks, has just two points on the board 
after six races and has been hampered by a 
number of problems in the new F2 series. 

Surtees, the son of Formula One champion 
John Surtees, has shown glimpses of pace, but 
is yet to make an impact on the championship. 

With the familiar surroundings of Brands 
Hatch welcoming F2 this weekend, Surtees 
is desperate to perform. 

He said: “It’s a tough series, but I think we 
are starting to find our feet. The pole position 


in Brno, Czech Republic, was a turning point. 

“Even my father said I couldn’t have done 
anything more at Spa in Belgium and we 
ended up without any points. 

“Brands Hatch has definitely got to be the 
start of the championship for myself. It is a 
must-perform weekend, but I think a podium 
is a possibility here. 

“I am not under pressure that is all outside. 
As long you do your talking on the track, it is 
the results that speak. 

“The name Surtees does help sometimes, 
but generally it is a case of putting in 100 per 
cent effort to get results.”

Greenway 
wants more 
of the same 
for England 

LYDIA Greenway believes the only way to top 
retaining the Ashes and being world champi¬ 
ons in the one-day and Twenty20 arena - is to 
do it all over again. 

The Kent and England batsman was part of 
the side that has dominated the women’s 
game in the last 12 months which culminated 
with retaining the Ashes England won Down 
Under last year. 

The England side, led by Kent’s Charlotte 
Edwards, drew the one-off Test with the 
Australians at Worcester earlier this week to 
cap of a sensational period in women’s cricket. 

Having beaten the Aussies 4-0 in the five- 
match one-day series preceding the four-day 
Test match, England went into the game with 
some confidence, but as so often in sport, the 
Australians are dangerous when wounded. 

They were on top for large periods and it was 
left to Greenway and Edwards on the final day 
to keep the Australians at bay to ensure the 
Ashes wouldn’t be leaving these shores. 

Greenway hit 23 at the top of the innings, 
which in the context of the game was a vital 
knock as she and county colleague Edwards, 
who with a gritty unbeaten 53, helped rebuff 
the Australian bowlers. 

For 23-year-old Greenway, retaining the 
Ashes is still the pinnacle. 

“It’s been brilliant and because we won the 
World Cup and the Twenty20, to retain the 
Ashes really tops off a great year,” she said. 

“For me winning the Ashes is massive 
because for the first time during that Test I 
was forced to think about ‘what if we lose?’ The 
game was really in the balance and I think 
that shows how much it means to us because 
a one-off Test makes it a real challenge.” 

Having been so dominant over the past 12 
months, Edwards and Greenway, who return 
to Kent to play in the County Championship 
at the end of the month, will not be resting on 
their laurels when they return to internation¬ 
al action. 

Greenway said: “I think the biggest challenge 
for us all now is to prove our achievements 
were not a one-off. That’s what makes the good 
teams great in sport and we want to go back 
and defend all those titles we have won.” 

























Sheringham signing on cards for Beckenham

BECKENHAM Town are on the verge of 
pulling off the transfer coup of the sum¬ 
mer after holding talks with former 
England star Teddy Sheringham. 

The Kent League club revealed the 
move on their website earlier this week 
and held a second round of talks with the 
43-year-old on Friday. 

Sheringham, who began his career at 
Millwall before many of his prospective 
team-mates were born, has not played 
professionally since a spell with 
Colchester United at the end of the 2007- 
08 season. 

Peter Palmer, Beckenham’s secretary, 


told Kent on Sunday before Friday’s 
meeting that he was optimistic the move 
for Sheringham to play in Town’s FA 
Vase games would go through, although 
the club are hopeful he might play more 
of a role. 

He said: “It’s not a publicity stunt, he’s 
good friends of ours so he’s going to sign 
up. It will just be for the Vase, but it might 
be more.” 

The move would represent a boost for 
Beckenham, who finished third bottom in 


the Kent League last season, with aver¬ 
age attendances of 74. 

That gate would be dwarfed on 
September 5, when Beckenham host 
Sussex County League side Wealden in 
the FA Vase’s first qualifying round. 

Beckenham chairman Chris McCarthy 
admitted earlier this week that although 
there were still hurdles to be negotiated, 
he was nonetheless thrilled with the 
prospect. 

He said: “These things do take a lot of 
sorting out. I’m really hopeful that 
between us we can make the situation 
become a reality. 


“It's an enormously exciting prospect.” 

Sheringham won 51 caps for England, 
scoring 11 goals. 

His illustrious career began at Millwall 
and included West Ham, Tottenham 
Hotspur and Manchester United. 

In total he made more than 900 appear¬ 
ances for club and country and is one of 
an exclusive club of players to score in 
the Premier League with five different 
clubs. 

The highlight came with a goal in the 
Champions League final as Manchester 
United beat Bayern Munich 2-1 in 1999 in 
Barcelona.
